The Jaffa Outbreak. 

THE deplorable occurrence at Jaffa will, it is to be feared, tend 
to set back Zionist effort in Palestine. At least, it will be exploited 
by those antagonistic to the Jewish National cause as evidence of 
the determination of the Arabs to resist any Movement in the 
direction of a Jewish Commonwealth, or that will modify the 
dominance of the Arabs. But the cause of the outbreak is 
by no means certain, and is not made so even by the statement. tele- 
graphed by Sir HERBERT SAMUEL. It is. doubtful whether the 
murderous affray was really a spontaneous attack by Arabs upon 
Jews. The Communists, who are alleged to have begun the 
trouble, are no friends of Jewish Nationlism, Jews though they be: 
On the contrary, they oppose Jewish National strivings, and there- 
fore favour the attitude adopted by those. Arabs who are 
resisting the Palestinian policy of the Powers. It is not 
altogether improbable that among them are agents of Russian 
Bolshevism bent on spreading that hateful creed and reducing 
Palestine to chaos, even before there has been time to 
bring it into something like order. In any case, there 
is a palpable hiatus in the -telegraphic report of the HicH 
COMMISSIONER, because it is not likely that the Arabs would have 
set about murdering Communists although they were Jews, while 
equally Jews are not likely tohave killed fellow-Jews, Communists 
though they were. Sir HERBERT SAMUEL acknowledges that the 
events which followed the initiation of the trouble “are not yet 
clear,” and until they so become (or are at least clearer) we must 
leave them, not forgetting that riots have occurred before now, and, 
notably among Eastern populations, the work of agents provecateurs. 
The extent to which Arab sentiment has been laboured by those 
whose love of the Arabs is infinitely less. than their dislike of the 
Jews, is some indication of the ready means for stirring up trouble, 
which the position in Palestine affords to any who are evil-disposed 
towards the Mandatory Power there. 


National Re-birth. 


WE observe that in certain quarters the Jaffa affray has been 
styled a “ pogrom.” That is because Jews were the victims of a 
murderous attack, and the word has come to indicate a mob assault 
upon coreligionists. But we deprecate the use of the term in 
connection with the unhappy events in Palestine, because though 
Jews were killed in the course of them by the surrounding populace, 
the occurrence was.in character far removed from “ pogroms” in 


spay Poland and the Ukraine or in Tsarist Russia whence we first 


‘ Jearntthe expression. For one thing, whatever the cause, the Jaffa 


outbreak was not connived at or engineered by the authorities, 
and for that matter the measures taken to quell it appear to have 
been prompt and relatively effectual. But there is an even 
wider difference which it/Xere regrettable should be hidden by 
employing the same word to/denominate the anti-Jewish outrages 
in Palestine and those in-Bastern Europe. In the latter case the poor 
victims have wasted blood and life as mere tribute to envy, lust and 
hatred. But in Palestine the fellew-Jews who have fallen have made 


the greatsacrifice, however unintending,for the National cause. Their 
mgrtyrdom has been endured in the birth throes of National regenera- 


tion. Their blood will fertilise Jewish National sentiment, and their 


lives have gone out in behalf of the National future of our people. 
This Jaffa affair is no “ pogrom.’ It is the test to which most 
peoples are placed that determine to make a stand for their 
National being. We bow our heads in honour of those who have 
suffered and have died—their suffering and their death, however 
deeply regrettable, will not, we feel assured, have been for naught 
or in vain! 


Napo'eon. 

THe supremely great man the centenary of whose death fell 
yesterday, came in the course of his remarkable career into direct 
relation with Jews on more than one occasion: notably so in hig 
institution of a’ Sanhedrin.’ His purpose in summoning the body— 
grandiloquently, as was* NAPOLEON'’s wont, misnamed—does not 
appear to have been animated by any very lofty motive. Indeed, 
on the contrary, it. was probably dictated by an anxiety 
concerning | debts due to Jews and a desire to _ foster 
Jewish assimilation. None the less, .the gathering which 
assembled at NAPOLEON's. bidding has left its mark upon JeWish 
practice, and especially the relation of Jewish law to that of the 
laws of the various lands in which Jews live. Butit did more. It,toa 
certain extent, confirmed the oneness of Israel, and pointed to the 
true means whereby real Jewish questions—those that affect the 
internal economy of the Jewish people—can be grappled with. The 
idea of the Sanhedrin to which NAPOLEON paid deference is a great 
Jewish principle, the practical application of which, neglectcd 
though it has been, may yet do) muc h for Jews and Judaism,

We would only add, so that there be no misconception on 
the point, that the Bill is directed not against the trade in ostrich 
feathers, but solely against the cold-blooded butchery of wild birds 
for the purpose of securing their plumage. 


Zionist Affiliations. 

It is interesting to learn on the high authority of the Executive 
Committee of the Young Zionist Organisation of the United 
Kingdom, that Zionism and “ Liberal” Judaism are compatible as 
professions of faith. We shall be surprised, however, to find the 
High Priests (or the Priestess) of Hill Street agreeing to this, because 
they have all along so insistently abjured Jewish Nationalism as 
being diametrically opposed to their conception of the mission of 
our faith and the destiny of our People. If they still persist in 
this view, those of us who care about the point at all will 
have to determine whether the Young Zionist Organisation knows as 
much about “Liberal’ Judaism as “ Liberal’ Jews, or some of them, 
know about Zionism. We are inclined to think that the balance of 
nescience is on the side of the Zionist body, and that its lack 
of knowledge does not comprise “Liberal” Judaism only. 
Because we observe that they declare ‘that there is no 
religious test for membership of the Zionist Organisation.” 


Where that doctrine, if accepted in the crude form thus 


adopted, would lead to, we will not stop to think, but it certainly 
would mean either that -Zionism is not a Jewish Movement 
or that Judaism is not a religion—perhaps both one and the other. 
How any man is going to take up the position that as “ Liberal” 
Jew he regards Zionism as a perilous set-back to Jewish progress, 
while as a Zionist he champions Jewish Nationalism as the best 
means for preserving and maintaining Judaism, we do not quite see, 
But the Young Zionists may be able to, for consistency does not 
seem to be one of their strong points. Otherwise, having made 
their solemn pronouncement about ignoring all religious tests 
in favour of “Liberal” Judaism, they would not have invoked 
them s0 as to prevent one of their members “indulging in Young 
Mizrachi activities." Mizrachi Zionists differentiate themselves 
from other Zionists precisely in respect to religious views ‘and 
practices) only; and there is really no logic in agreeing to one hon, 
officer's. work because religious considerations are to be ruled out, 
and inhibiting another hon. officer's labours because religious 
considerations are to prevail.

The Royal Academy. 


SOME PICTURES OF JEWISH INTEREST. 


The Academy pictures this Spring are on the whole a decidedly 
interesting collection. In art as in religion and in politics, ‘New 
Presbyter” becomes so invariably ‘Old Bishop writ large,” that it were 
vain to give even a languishing thought to the days of ardent heterodoxy, 


the pulsing stirring days when the very portals of Burlington House ° 


turned a stiff unbending back upon those painters whom to-day “it 
Gelighteth tohonour.” Yet these thoughts occur almost involuntarily when 
we stand before a picture such as the “Siesta” of Mr. Gerald Kelly. The 
perfect finish, the Academy “touch,” are all incorporated in this diploma 
work, which, however, lacks the originality of-former works by this 
painter. 

Above all, the Academy this year is a triumph for Sir William 
Orpen. His six pictures are undoubtedly the crown of those exhibited, 
and his.“ Le Chef de |'Hétel Chatham, Paris,” (115), occupies almost 
exactly the same place, both geographically and as regards merit, as did 
Mr. Walter Russell’s “Mr. Minney” last year. It is the picture of the 
year. And, here again, there is a connecting link between Mr. Minney 
and Le Chef. Both are interesting personalities discovered and trans- 
lated into paint in a simple, straightforward manner by the artists. No 
conventional background, no gilded chair, no silken hanging can ever 
replace the force of personality gleaming through the eyes of these two 
real men who have successfuliy stood out in bold relief in two 
successive Academy exhibitions, made up chiefly of representations of 
cyphers in high positions and stereotyped débutantes. Zdhlt nur die 
Personnlichkeit declared Goethe, and the verdict of the world is always 
with him despite the vast machinery of society which seeks to repress 


it. “An Interior” (II), by Walter Russell, is beautifully painted and is 


a charming study of middle class domesticity. Orpen's “Sir William 
Mac Cormach” is a splendidly executed portrait, but his “ Field-Marshal 
Earl Haig” is not so successful. “The Unknown Warrior” (73) picture 
of Mr. Frank O. Salisbury is an extensive work comprising all those 
notable ladies and gentlemen who took part inthat ceremony. Sir Arthur 
8. Cope contributes a somewhat similar group, “Some Sea Officers of the 


' War” (97), on which, however, Earl Beatty is a somewhat comic figure. 


Apart from war pictures, of which there are quite a number, the war has 
undoubtedly left its mark on the painters of ourage. Even in the Academy, 
which is, as it were, an indirect pulse of the nation’s art, there is a decided 


endeavour to portray realities, to disregard intricacies of technique and 


presentation, and to tell a plain tale ina plain way. This is, perhaps, 
one of the most outstanding characteristics of the exhibition. There 


_ are several pictures and subjects of interest to the Jewish community.

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 
“A COMMUNAL SUPERFLUITY.” 


By MENTor. 


N July next, the Anglo-Jewish Association is to celebrate the fiftieth 
anniversary of its foundation. It proposes to celebrate the event by 

a jubiliation which will take means for ensuring the maintenance of 

the Association and its financial stability. A Festival Dinner is to be 
held and a collection is to be made; indeed, it is at this moment in 


progress and the community is being asked for £50,000. I very much . 


doubt whether’ these measures for noting the half. century's existence of 
the Association are either adequate or proper, or, again, whether they are 
conceived with due regard to the general interests of the Community 
with its urgent claims and its imperious necessities. It occurs to me 
that a full appreciation of the place which the Anglo-Jewish Association 
fills in Anglo-Jewry, and the needs of Anglo-Jewry, would point to a dis- 
solution of the Association as the fit and full celebration of its fifty years’ 
existence. 

It is not lightheartedly nor inconsiderately that this suggestion is put 
forward. The Anglo-Jewish Association represents a great principle— 
the one-ness of Jewry—and although it has, whenever the principle 
bas been put to the real test, thrown it over in favour 
of a far narrower idea of the relation of Jews of one 
country to those of another, still it has advertised the principle, 
and, therefore, to that extent, stands for something meritorious. It 
is perhaps only fair to add that in the manner in which it has ignored this 
principle while proclaiming it, whenever circumstances were against 
its convenient adoption in practice, it has merely followed the ways of 
its sire, the Alliance Israélite UWniverselle. That body, formed by 
French Jews, was ushered in with the noble conception of the brother- 
hood of Israel. -The idea was shattered with the first shot that was 
fred in the Franco-German War, the practical brotherhood of 
French Jews with German Jews was declared impracticable. 
Apart from championing in words the excellent idea to which 
I have alluded, it must be credited to the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion that it initiated, so far as this country is concerned, a due 
and proper regard for the political condition of our brethren in other 
lands. The Deputies had from time to time made representations to the 
British Government in behalf of Jews who suffered disabilities—or worse— 
in other countries ; andit was a President of the Deputies, the never-to-be. 
forgotten Moses Montefiore, who manifested in a striking manner his 
interest, and the interest of the body over which he presided, with the 
oppressed Jews of Eastern Europe, by his personal journeying to, and 
pleading for them with, the rulers who mis-roled our coreligionists 
under their sway. The Deputies, indeed, seem in those days to have 
limited their activities rather to Jewish affairs within the United 
Kingdom, and to have turned somewhat sleepy eyes upon affairs 
concerning Jews in other lands.. But although these things are to the 
credit in the past of the Anglo-Jewish Association, they cannot possibly 
form a reason for the continued existence of that body. The only justifi- 
cation for its taking means for continuing to live, its only justification for 
asking the community for the not inconsiderable sum of £50,000 must be 
sought in its present utility, in its present necessity as a communal insti- 
tution. Frankly, I believe those who would seek for these, would search in 
vain. 


The A.J.A.’s Work. 


The work of the Anglo. Jewish Association to-day may be divided into 
two main parts, political and educational. In regard to its political 
activity, it never functions save in connection with the Board of Deputies, 
for the very obvious reason that in such matters an Association which is 
entirely unrepresentative, as is the Anglo-Jewish Association, could have 
in these times little influence in regard to political matters. It there- 
fore necessarily has to tie itself in respect to them to our representative 
communal body. But this means a very cumbersome and constantly 
irritating arrangement, and one that assuredly cannot result in the 
particular work being done well. There is eternal reiteration, both by way 
of speeches and reports upon the same subject in the Deputies and the 
Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association, and it is manifest that there is 
also a considerable diversity of view, which is only natural, between 
the two bodies. The Deputies represent the democratic opinion of Anglo- 
Jewry. The Anglo-Jewish Association represents the view of only some 
score of amiable and excellent gentlemen, mainly of philanthropic bent, 
who are selected for its Council without any reference whatsoever to the’ 
extent to which they reflect Jewish public opinion. I have no desire to 
be either cynical or flippant in reference to this matter, because, as 
I shall show, it is one of much gravity and of serious importance. 
But it strikes me that the only advantage of the present arrangements, 
whereby the political work of the community is entrusted to a Joint Com- 
mittee of the Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association, instead of being 
performed by the Deputies alone, is that Mr. Lucien Wolf is provided 
with a very convenient means for,atthe Deputies playing Spenlow tothe 
Anglo-Jewish Association's Jorkins and at the Council of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association playing Jorkins to the Deputies’ Spenlow. Seriously, there 
is no atom of reason why as I say political work such as is done by 
the Anglo-Jewish Association in connection with the Deputies should not 
be done by the Deputies alone. At least there are not fifty thousand 
reasons for it. 

And now we come to the educational side of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association’s activities. Here, again, we must subject its 
activity to a slight analysis. The bulk of the work that it does 
in the direction of education is in connection with the Evelina 
School in Jerusalem. As to that the Association’s contribution 
to Palestinian educational activities has now become obsolete. 
Education in Palestine should surely be carried on, and can be carried on 
best, ‘by wes co-ordinated under the central authority of the British 


‘Government there, in conjunction with the Jewish representative body 


which is to bo set up under the terms of the Mandate. The less of 
charity money that is thrown into Palestine now, the stronger will be the 
Jewish National revival there. The eleemosynary view indicated by the 
Chalukah, which was for so long taken, and of course with good-hearted 
intent by the Jews of the diaspora as their sole rightful duty to Palestine, 
has probably done more than anything else to render difficult, and as 
this week’s grim news shows, perilous, the re-building of the Jewish 
National edifice in our ancient land of Hope and of Glory. And it is the 
Chalukah idea which isthe motive that prompts an Association in England 
to charge itself with the education ofthe children in the Evelina School in 
Jerusalem. It is quite true that except for the Association in the past, the 
¢hildren might have been left in ignorance. That they were not, is so far 
to the credig of the Association. But we are dealing with present 
realities and not with past good intentions, and the Jerusalem school 
should now become part of the charge of Palestinian regeneration, and 
should not fall upon Anglo-Jewry,. 


Our Home Needs. 


About the work of the Association in connection with the Evelina 
School, there is something to be said which is genera! to its educational 
work. What right or logic is there in the. support by an Association in 
England of schools in Bombay and Basra, in Mesopotamia and Tangiers, 
some of them places containing wealthy Jewish communities, by 
the by~—when there are children by the hundreds, by the thousands, 
at our very doors, who cannot receive Jewish education, 
because the agencies for instructing them lack the sheer wherewithal ? 
Is it not monstrously inconsistent for the Anglo-Jewish Association to 
spend large sums of money, sending it out of this country to countries 
far distant, when the Jews’ College has to go begging hat in 


. hand for a few hundred pounds to save it from extinction, and the 


Jewish Religious Education Board has constantly to cramp and 
confine its efforts because, try as it will, it cannot get the money 
needed to pay teachers for the English Jewish children whom it 
endeavours to save from lives of utter Heathendom? These are 
days when extravaganceseven personal extravagances, and certainly public 
extravagances are worse thanacrime. They area blunder which must 
end, if generally persisted in, in disaster. The conditions under which the 
world is still labouring as a result of the appalling disaster of the great war, 
and which affect this country to the extent they do, the Anglo-Jewish 
community is by no means immune from. We must as a com- 
munity economise, just as must the nation if we would not 
perish; and the essence of economy is wise expenditure—expenditure 
confined to directions that are really needed. Thereis, asa matter of 
fact, a double obligation for this economy upon Jews in general, and 
upon English Jews in particular at this moment. Because there is 
a very heavy obligation in respect to the part we have to play, 
and the means we have to give and the material sacrifice we have to 
make in respect to Palestine. But 1 wouldask anvone looking fairly atthe 
whole communal situation: Draw up a Budget, placing first the most 
insistent needs of the community, next the less insistent, and so down in 
the catalogue to the least pressing, and see where the Anglo-Jewish 
Association would appear. Has the Anglo-Jewish Association any 
right to take from the communal purse at such a moment as this 
£50,000, when the Board of Guardians, or, rather, its cliehts, must 
starve because there isnotsufficient money to relieve thcir physical needs ; 
whenevery institution, educational and philanthropic, hardly knows how to 
make both ends meet? I have mentioned some of them; but what is to 
be said of a community that leaves such an institution as the Jewish 
Hospital to go begging from door to door—the Jewish Hospitaliwhich}jwill, 
when it gets to work, within its limited sphere do more for the upraising 
of the name.of Jew, for making it beloved, and thus for crushing the 
spirit of anti-Semitism than any other means that has been devised—and 
yet thinks of subscribing £50,000 to the Anglo-Jewish Association ? 


Some Memories. 


The Anglo-Jewish Association has many pleasant and indeed some 
inspiring memories of a personal kind with which it is linkcd in the 


public mind. Its President, who has served it with matchless fidelity for 


a quarter of a century past, has perhaps brought more lustre toit than - 


any of his predecessors ; because Mr. Montefiore, whatever may be said of 
some of his opinions from which so many of us so heartily dissent, has 
invested the office with a. distinct moralforce. But, as with a whole 
galaxy of names, revered by the community, of men connected with the 
Institution, Anglo-Jewry is not likely to forget him because the Associa- 
tion becomes defunct. In any case £50,000 is an unwarrantable 
price to pay for a mere memorial of those, who, whatever happens, 
will be just as well remembered by the community if the 


memorial ceases to be. There is an even closer nexus than the — 


one to which I have referred that must bind anyone who writes in 
the JEWISH CHRONICLE to the Association. Its foundation was largely 
due to the energetic zeal of a former Editor of this paper; 
the JEWISH CHRONICLE itself was at one time the property of 
the Association; while the oldest member of its staff, than 


whom there is none more deservedly esteemed; is, and has been for the last 


forty odd years the Secretary of the Association to which he has devoted 
his remarkable talents with an earnest loyalty above all praise. 

But these considerations, or considerations like unto them, 
cannot justify the continuance of the Association if, as I con- 
tend, the days of whatever usefulness it ever had have long gone 
by, and if now it is but a communal superfluity. They certainly do not 


justify a diversion of £50,000 of the funds available for communal purposes 


to its coffers at such a period of “stress and press” as the one through 
which we are now passing. These are days when in public matters we 
must look narrowly at realities, and in which there is no room for mere 
sentiment. And an Association of which it has to be said that most of its 
work ought not to be done by Anglo-Jewry and the rest can be done far 


better by another Anglo-Jewish body is not one the burden of which the 


community should continue to bear.— [Continued on next page.)

RABBI HALPERN (Lodz).

QUEEN'S MESSAGE 


ON 250TH ANNIVERSARY. 
AMSTERDAM (F.O.C.) 

With many manifestations of enthusiasm the Jewish Community of 
Holland in general, and that of Amsterdam in particular, celebrated the 
two bundred and fiftieth anniversary of the establishment of the Great 
Synagogue, the oldest synagogue in Western Europe. Two evenings prior 
to the official re-opening and re-consecration of the synagogue on the 
22nd of Apr threv Pesach), a special gathering of the leaders of the 
Community closely identified with the Great Synagogue, and representa- 
tives from communal institutions, was held in the Board Rvoom of the 
synagogue, when the gifts from the Community through its representatives 
were formally presented to the Chairman of the Council for acceptance 
on behalf of the congregation. 

Interest in the occasion was so great that several hundreds of our 
coreligionists and the public lined up ontside the Board Room in the Jonas 
Daniel Meyer Pleir, and this line of spectators extended to the entrance 
of the Synagogue at the corner of the Nieuwe Amstel Straat. The 
spectacle in the street was made all the more festive on account of the 


rofuseness of plants and bunting. The proceedings in the Board Room 


were formal, but they sufficiently conveyed the idea to those present, 
expressed through the Chairman, Mr. J. Wagenaar Jnr., of the love the 
Jews of the country bore towards their Cathedral Synagofue, and as 
mouthpiece of the Council he testified the grateful reccgnition felt by the 
members of the Congregation for the efforts of the Special Commission 
who had worked indefatigably to ensure the provision of fitting and lasting 
memorials to commemorate the Synagogue’s two hundrel and fiftieth 
anniversary. The gathering was reminded that the celebration was in 
fact a celebration in honour of the two hundred and fiftieth anniversary 
of the establishment of the Jewish Commfunity in 
and a lasting token of the presence in Holland or the broad spirit of 
religious freedom. On behalf of the Council, the Chairman thanked the 
representatives of the community gencrally (and included in this expres- 
sion a special word of thanks to their sister congregation, 
the Spanish and Portuguese Commuanity).for liberally comiog forward 
with their gifts in kind. Presentations were also recorded from anum! ec 
of Jewish institutions. 

After the ccremony in the Board Room, the gathering adjourned to 
the Synagogue, every possible seat of which was already occupied by the 
privileged persons who had received invitations from the Council. During 
the service, Rabbi Coppenhagen, Chairman of tho Commission, formally 
asked the acceptance by the Synagogue of the special gilt of the com- 
munity which took the form of wainscotting, etc., around the Syna- 
gogue. ina well-chosen address, Chief Rabbi Onderwijzer accepted the 
gift on behalf of his congregation. 

The Council received the following telegram from the Queen's Private 
Secretary :— 

“Complying with the amass of Her Majesty the Queen, I have the 
honour to send you on Her Majesty's behalf her sincere wishes on the 
occasion of the two hundred and fiftieth anniversary of the syaagogue 
which you are about to celebrate. It was with lively interest that Her 
Majesty at the recent Audience in Amsterdam received the rceprcsenta- 
tives of the Council and the Synagogue in connection with the important 
celebration. Her Majesty joins you all heartily in your festivities.” 

Special services were also beld atthe Great Synagogue on the first 
evening of Passover at the request of the, Chicf Rabbi Ondcrwijzer, 
Similar services were held in all synagogues in the country. 

On Sunday afternoon, a public reception was held at the Salle des 


‘Fétes in the Zoological Gardens here. 


In connection with the celebration, Dr. D. M. Sluys, Secretary of the 
Great Synagogue, published an interesting sketch dealing with the 
foundation and growth of the synagogue. A copy of thissketch was pre- 
sented to all those who attended the synagogue at the special service.

Jews took a prominent part in the Centenary celebrations in 
commemoration of the landing of British settlers on the shore of Algoa 
Bay, in 1820, The Governor-General and Princess Arthur of Connaught, 
who were present, stayed at the residence of Mr. Lewis Richardson, 
C.B.i., which he had placed at the disposal of the Government.

WAR MEMORIAL UNVEILED. 

At the Great Synagogue, Cape Town, on April 4rd, a memorial, 
recording the names of members and relatives of members who had 
enlisted in the South African Brigade, was unveiled by the Rev. A. P. 
Bender, M.A., J.P. The names number eighty-two, and those who made 
the supreme sacrifice include the first Jewish Rhodes scholar from South 
Africa, a well-known teacher, a leading physician, and several «is 
tinguished University graduates. There wasa distinguished gathering 
at the ceremony, including the Mayor, the Principal of the Uni- 
versity, Mr. Justice Benjamin, and other prominent Jewish and non- 
Jewish citizens. The Rey. A. P. Bender preached an eloquent sermon, 
in which he expressed the hope that the sacrifices entailed by the war 
would have their reward in the propagation of international unity and 
good fellowship. . 

JEWISH CADETS IN CAMP. 
CAPE TOWN [F.A.C.} 

During the school holidays from the 28th March up to the 4th April, 
2,600 Cadets, including 600 Jewish boys, were stationed at Milnerton 
Camp. . 

The Rev. 8. H. Michelson, Hebrew Lecturer at the High School here, 
arrived at the Camp on the Iriday afternoon and visited the Jewish 
Cadets in the various detachments during the evening. 

Sabbath morning service was attended by over 500 Cadets and non- 
commissioned Officers in charge of Captain Herrman and Lieut. Simonhoff 
who assisted Mr. Michelson in the service. The latter also delivered a 
short address. A detachment of Jewish Cadets, under the command of 
2nd-Lieut. Welt, attended afternoon service. The greatest consideration 
was shown by the authorities of the Camp to meet the requirements of 
the Jewish Cadets. Kasher meat was supplied to the whole Camp for 
the sake of the Jews attending. ' 


A Warning to Jewish Emigrants. 


The American Jewish organisations have issued a warning to 
emigrants to America who are being held up by passport difficulties, not 
to be misled by unscrupulous agents and agencies who are suggesting 
that they should proceed to Mexico and enter the United States by the 
Mexican American Frontier. This frontier is rigidly guarded, and not 
only is there no possibility of entry in this manner, but all caught in 
such an attempt after imprisonment in Texas return to Mexico, where 
they find themselves absolutely destitute and friendless. In addition, 
they forfeit all future hope of entering the United States.—J.C.v, 


Anti-Semitism in the French Senate.

In a discussion in the Senate, arising out of the Government's decision 

to increase the rates for the issue of identity papers, Mr. Dominic Delahaye, 

who never misses an opportunity to propagate anti-Semitism, demanded 

to know why the Government tolerated the entry into France of indigent 


strangers who, he asserted, were “either Polish or Czecho-Slovakian 


Jews, who poisoned France, dispossessed honest Frenchmen of their 
dwellings, and were for the most part agents of revolution.”

Federation of Ukrainian Jews, 
MORE POGROMS. 7 

The Federation of Ukrainian Jews in London has received an 
authentic account of fresh massacres of the Jews in the Ukraine, as a 
result of which large numbersof Jews, with their Rabbi, Nahum Joseph 
Berlin, of Horodny (in the province of Chernigov), are fleeing for their 
lives, wandering unprotected and starving. A gang of over seventy 
Halikans entered the town of Repka,in the same province, and massacred 
geventy-six men, women and children, in a most horrible manner. Those 
who escaped sought refuge in the snows or forest, and many were frozen 
to death. From this townlet the gang proceeded to Dobriancho-Podabrinko 
and entered the villages of Tupitza, Listvin, Kalibinka, murdering Jewish 
old men and women who could not escape. After pillagigg the towns 
they set fire tothem. The massacres were carried outin a more brutal 
manner than were those of Denikin'’s army. These gangs are running 
amok all over the Ukraine imbued with one aim—the extermination of 
the Je ‘Wes, 

Rabbi Berlin has issued an appeal that a delegation be sent to the 
Soviet Government in Moscow (who have jurisdiction over the Ukraine) 
to inform them of the conditions prevailing there, and to impress upon 
them the need to afford the Jews their immediate protection. 


THE PROBLEM OF IMMIGRATION. 


Deputy Griinbaum, of Warsaw, has presented a report on the problem 
of the maintenance, transportation, and settlement of the pogrom survivors 
who enter the bordercountries. The fugitives whoarrive at the frontier 


starved, in rags and in a terribly emaciated condition, find themselves — 


confronted by the brutality of the frontier guards. They are generally 
further maltreated and robbed of what little they may still possess, and 
in many cases are fortunate to escape with their lives.. The Jewish 
National Council have appointed representatives at the frontier towns, 
who will receive the fugitives and alleviate their conditions. The Council 
aiso obtain from the authorities the necessary papers to enable the 
refugees to proceed into Poland. Until these are obtaimed; they have to 
remain in the frontier towns, under miserable conditions. Some sixty 
thousand are in this plight. A relief committee has been established for 
the Province of Volhynis, whose headquarters are at Rovno. This com- 
mittee deals with sanitation, shelter work, and finance, among its other 
activities. The sums of money required for the work cannot possibly all 
be raised in Poland, and Deputy Griinbaum appeals to the world Jewry 
to assist them in their great and most urgent task. 

The Ukrainian Relief Committee at Warsaw have not only helped 
during the past year to establish orphanages, soup kitchens, etc., but have 
collected five million marks towardstherelief fund. They have been able 
to send 376 refugees to Palestine.

OUTBREAK AGAINST JEWS. 


267 CASUALTIES. 


OFFICIAL STATEMENTS. 


The following telegram was despatched from Jerusalem on 
Monday last ;— 


JERUSALEM, 

It is officially announced to-day that an outbreak occurred at 
Jaffa yesterday between parties of Arabs and Jews, as a result of 
which there were 20 killed and 150 wounded, 

Troops, who were hurriedly dispatched to the scene of the 
disturbance from lLudd, succeeded, however, in quelling the 
disturbance without any firing. 

Some looting occurred prior to the arrival of the troops, but all 
ig now quiet. — Reuter. 


The Zionist Organisation and the Jewish Correspondence Bureau 
both received information of the disturbances, but the reports as to 
casualties varied. In one telegram they are given as three killed and 140 
wounded, and in another as 22 Irillod and 8) wounded. 

A telegram received at 3 p.m. on Monday, says the Daily Chronicle, 
indicated that the excesses were directed against the Jews, and breaking 
out in the “old town,” had developed into a “ regular pogrom.” A great 
mavy shops, it was added, had been looted. 


. The Zionist Organisation on Wednesday received the following delayed . 
telegram from Mr. Sokolow and Dr. Eder. It was sent via Jerusalem :— 

The position in Jaffa is still serious. New outbreaks have ocourred

SIR HERBERT SAMUEL’S STATEMENT. 


The Secretary of State for the Colonies has issued the following tele- 
gram, received from Sir H. Samuel, High Commissioner for Palestine, 
dated May 2ad :— 


“On May Ist, a labour meeting in the Jewish suburb of Jaffa was 
disturbed by a group of Jewish Communists. The latter were driven 
back inté the mixed Moslerit*Sewish quarter of the town, from which 
they hadcome. The events that immediately followed are not yet clear, © 
but a-serious affray took place between Moslems and Jews, in the course | 
of which many Jews and some Moslems were killed. Troops were sum- 
moned by the District Governor, and a company of the Duke of Welling- 
ton's. Regiment and fifty R.F.A. were sent from Ludd, and subsequently 
two armoured cars from Jerusalem. Ona their arrival disturbances 


” eeased, and the town was quiet during the night. 


“ This morning, however, disturbances began again, and several Jews 
Additions! troops and police and two more 
The Civil Secretary of the Palestine Govern- 
ment had proceeded at my request to Jaffa as soon as the first intimation 
of the riot was received. Officials of the Government, with the leading 
Moslem and Jewish notables, walked through the disturbed quarters, and 
succeeded in calming the cp mpage The town has now been quiet for some 
hours. 

“TI deeply regret to report that ‘oat forty persons have been killed, 
of whom thirty are Jews and ten Arabs, and that there are 142 Jews and 
thirty seven Arabs in the hospital, and twenty-eight Jews and twenty 
Arabs have been treated in the hospital and discharged. There has been 
some looting of the shops. It is believed the troops did not have Jo fire, 
and there were no casualtiesamong them. It was-not found necessary to 
prociaim martial law. sSixty-six arrests were made, and prosecutions in 
suitable cases willfollow. The rest of the country is quiet.” 


LATEST NEWS, 
The following further telegrams have been received by the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies from the High Commissioner of Palestine : — 
“May 3rd (evening).—Disturbances at Jaffa were renewed this 
morning, but cases were isolated and not namerous. Martial law has 
been proclaimed in the district. The town has since been quiet.” 
- “May 4th (morning).—All quiet to-day at Jaffa and elsewhere.” 


JERUSALEM, Wednesday. 

The disturbance at Jaffa turns out to have been more serious than at 
first thought. Forty Jews were ki'led and one hundred and sixty wounded. 
Among the killed was the well-known Socialist author, Brenner. Filty 
Jewish shops were looted. Prompt action was taken by the authorities, 
especially by General Deedes and Colonel Bentwich, who summoned 
the Arab chiefs and instituted a court of enquiry. The Jewish notables 
are. taking the necessary steps for the tranquilisation of the Jewish 
public, The majority of the killed were Halazim, whose headquarters 
j;were destroyed. The Government is maintaining a firm attitude.—

LXXX.—A POPULAR JEWISH HERO. 
My DEAR CovusIN, 

“Oh, I do wish he would come. It would be so lovely to see him.” 

Thus little Babsie deliveréd herself the other evening at the Seder. 
We had just reached the stage where the door was opened, and in her 
eagerness she wanted to know the reason why. She was informed that 
it was in expectation of the visit of the Prophet Elijah, for whom, indeed, 
there was a special cup of wine on the table. She thought this was most 
fascinating, and said so, and as we all stood for a moment in silence with 
the door open she could not restrain herself, and expressed her wish that 
“he” would come. 

I have always been struck by the attraction which the prophc* Elijah 
has exercised throughout the ages. Evenin prophetic times hé must have 
been looked upon as a special messenger, and the prophet Malachi in that 
passage which concludes the Haphtarah for Sabbath Haggadol announces 
to his contemporaries in the Name of God, “ Behold, I will send you Elijah 
the prophet before the great and terrible day of the Lord come, and he 
shall turn the heart of the fathers to the children and the heart of the 
children to their fathers.” In the Mohammedan world, too, Elijah is not 
unknown. He is always spoken of as the Immortal One, the perpetual 
youth who comes to set right wrongs. 

In later Jewish literature the Prophet appears very frequently. 
Rabbi Joshua declared that Elijah will come neither to prohibit nor to 
allow, neither to declare pure nor impure, but only to tring together 
those forcibly parted and to part those forcibly brought together. Always 
there is mystery about Elijah in Rabbinic literature. Rabbi Simon said 
of him that he would come to settle differences of opinion and to bring 
peace.

cling, that when Elijah comes he will come on the first evening of 
Passover. Hence Elijah’s cup and the opening of the door, On each 
Sabbath and Festival also, the Prophet is brought to mind—in the post-

proclaims to the assembled guests—" Here is the seat of Elijah.” Lastly, 
when the Sabbath is about.to depart, the pious Jew, taking leave of the 
“Princess” to return to the weekly tasks with their burden and toil, 
sings the Song of Elijah the Tishbite who bore the troubles of his people 
on his shoulders. “Elijah the prophet, Elijah the Tishbite,” so he sings, 
“May he come soon with Messiah ben David.” 


so the song concludes. “ Happy he to whom he appearsinadream ; happy 
he who can greet him and be greeted by him.” 

Why is it that Elijah looms so large on the horizon of Jews? Why is 
it that throughout the ages he has accompanied the Jews on their 
pilgrimage, and many still look to him as their friend? I suppose it was 
something in his life-story that appeals. Very probably the details as 
related in the Bible are the fanciful glorification of reality. Very likely 
ancient legends gathered round the grand, huge, solitary figure of the 
Tishbite, the “hairy man, girt with a girdle of leather about his loins.” 
But that such legends should have collected is significant. Legends 
collect only round great men. Elijah would certainly have to be classed 
as such. Fearless and sincere, a man of character who saw the truth 
and did not swerve from it, he addressed kings in plain words whose 
meaning went home. He reminds one of Luther's “ Hier stehe ich; ich 
kann nicht anders!" The Rabbis recognised his strength, and wherever 
a man of character appeared, of undaunted courage and spiritual virility, 
he was said to be Elijah. The Tishbite became a type, the 
type of those who fought the battles of the Lord. It was in this sense 
that Pinchas was said to be Elijah. Moreover, when the very earliest 
preachers desired to impress upon their audiences some moral lesson, 
they made Elijah the Tishbite hero of some occurrence. So we read 
that he travelled with Rabbi Joshua ben Levi and that ail those who 
received them well were made to suffer, while all those who received 
them ill prospered. When the rabbi asked the prophet to explain this 


- apparent contradiction, Elijah said that the events only showed that the 


ways of Providence were inscrutable. On another occasion, the story is 
told how the rabbi met the prophet in a crowd in the market-place of a 
certain city and asked him who in that concourse had most merit. 
Elijah pointed to two jesters, common, simple folk, without any preten- 
sions. The choice seemed strange to the rabbi, and on his asking the. 
men what their great aim was in life, they confessed that it was to bring 
laughter to those who were sad, and to make peace wherever they saw 
two people quarrelling. Both these stories may be homiletic, but it is 
significant that Elijah is introduced to drive home the preacher’s lesson. 

All peoples have their heroes, and it is a fact worth noting that in 
choosing Elijah as theirs, the Jews inscribed on their banner a principle 
which the world needs to learn—not force but spirit. It was the lesson 
taught to Elijah himself as he stood at the mouth of the cave, when not 
the fire and not the whirlwind impressed him, but the ‘still small voice.’ 
It is the spiritual strength of the man that strikes those who look at him. 
Physically, too, he has stamina; he lives in the desert away from men. 
He is carried by the spirit of the Lord hither and thither without any 
warning; his dynamic energy seems endless. Alone he faces a whole 
people, and convinces them that “ The Lord, He is God.” 

Carlyle declares somewhere that a great man must be valiant, must 
be true to himself. Judged by this standard Elijah was indeed a great 
man, and he is rightly the Jewish hero. Not clothed in shining armour 
does he appear; he is no Charlemagne or Frederick Barbarossa ; he is 
not a knight, as Arthur was. He is just a seer, girt with a leather girdle. 
He cares not for fashion; he will not blindly follow the multitude. He 
has convictions and he upholds them. He will not bend the knee to Baal, 
though that is the easiest course. 1! e may suffer in his life-time; he may 
be persecuted; but what is his end? There appears a chariot of fire and 
horses of fire and “ Elijah went up by a whirlwind into Heaven.” He is 
typical of Israel’s history. To the Jew he symbolises Israel’s mission. 
In a world that needs his teaching, he stands alone, ready to face the 
priests of Baal and their throng of followers; and if need be to hurl his 
message into palaces. He is never at rest. He has no settled home. 
There is something about the man which appeals to the childish heart: 
Babsie on that Seder evening was speaking out of herinmost soul. That 
is the prophet’s chief distinction, and so long as Israel longs for the 
Tishbite, so long will his heart remain young.

Rabbi A. Reines in London.

Rabbi A. Reines, who is now on a visit to London, is the son of the 
late Rabbi Jacob Reines of Lida, one of the foremost Talmudic scholars of 
his time, author of numerous works, and founder of the orthodox section 
in the Zionist Organisation now known as the Mizrachi. On the death of 


Rabbi Jacob his son Abraham succeeded him as Rabbi of Lida, and also 
was head of the Yeshiba there; but as Lida happened to be 
in the firing line, the Rabbi, in common with the rest of the Jewish 
population, quitted the town, and has been a wanderer ever 
since. After enduring untold hardships, he succeeded in leaving Soviet 
Russia and reached Pressburg. His visit to London is in connection with 
the publication of his late father’s works. A large number of manuscripts 
were left by the famous Rabbi and Zionist leader, and the son is naturally 
most anxious to have these published. It is understood that a com- 
mittee will be formed in London consisting of admirers of the late Rabbi 
Reines in order to facilitate the publication which, judging by his other 
works, will undoubtedly be an important contribution to Rabbinic and 
Midrashic literature. |

LAYING OF FOUNDATION STONE. 


Steady progress is being made with the erection of the permanent 
Brixton Synagogue, and it is anticipated that the building will bec m- 
pleted early inthe summer. A large assembly gathered on Sunday when 
the foundation stone of the permanent building was laid by Sir Robert 
Waley Cohen, K.B.E. Rabbi Professor Dr. Herman Gollancz, together 
with the local Minister and the Reader, the Revs. A. Mishcon and M. 
Morris officiated, assisted by the choir of the Great Synagogue, with 
organ accompaniment under the direction of Mr. S. Alman. A.R.C.M. 
The service began with the singing of Wa Tobu, followed by the Mincha 
service. Psalm cxvilii., 21-29 and Psalm c. having been sung by the choir, 
the congregation proceeded to the site of the new synagogue. 

A bouquet was presented by Miss Valentine, on behalf of the Ladies’ 
Committee, to Lady Waley Cohen, and a silver trowel and maliet, suit- 
ably inscribed, were presented by Mr. 8. H. Valentine, the Senior Warden. 
on behalf of the architect (Mr. Cecil Masey) and builders (Mesars. 
Mitchell and Son), to Sir Robert Waley Cohen. 

The Rev. A. MISHCON read a number of verses from the 5th and 6th 
chapters of the Ist Book of Kings. 

Sir Robert Waley Cohen then laid the stone, and the Rev. A. Mishcon 
read the inscription thereon. 

Rabbi Dr. GOLLANCZ offered up the following 

PRAYER. 

Almighty God, Twas but yesterday that we concluded the celebration of our 

National Festival commemorative of our deliverance from Egyptian bondage in 


the days of old, and here we are again assembled to-day to take part in a 
celebration of a different kind. For years past our brethren resident in this 


district have congregated in the adjoining edifice to pour forth their souls unto . 


Thee in solemn pret and praise; in thatspot hallowed by varied associations 
of life they sought to meet the eye that watched over them in time of joy and 
sorrow, thither they repaired to ask Thy blessing upon some new under- 
taking or to draw upon them Thy comfort and grace when the heart 
was about to break under the stress of life’s ills and dangers. The 
day has now come when, owing to the desire of a larger number of 
their brethren to join them in public worship, they are called upon to lengthen 
their cords and provide a more commodious sanctuary for those in this and the 
surrounding districts who would worship here according to the traditions of our 
race in the spirit of our holy religion—we have just laid the foundation stone of 
the Sanctuary that is to spring up in this place to Thy glory, O God, and to the 
uplifting of the larger congregation who will assemble within its walls. O Lord 
help Thou us to realise the meaning of this solemn function, and to understand 
that the foundation stone is both an emblem anda warning. It is symbolical of 
the duty of those immediately concerned in this new undertaking to lay from 
this day henceforth within their souls the foundation of earnest endeavour 
and practical enthusiasm, to bring to a ripening the great task which has 
been begun this day; it is their duty to allow the lofty and hallowed interest 
of this day’s proceedings to sink with the weight of a stone deep into their 
hearts, so that they and all that belong to them may work with a right 
goodwill, with ever increasing energy, to strengthen the hands of the promoters 
and well wishers of this movementand to prove that the confidenceand generosity 
of the body ander whose protection the building is to be reared, is not misplaced. 
Is not the foundation stone also a warning addressed to the whole House of 


Israel, to the callous hearts and disloyal sons of Israel, bidding them turn their - 


hearts of stone to hearts of flesh, capable of feeling the thrill of Israel’s brother- 
hood of old, ready to share the joyous burden of participating in the needs of 
the community, needs never more pressing than at the present day, when the 
world has not yet found itself consequent upon the cataclysm which has 
shaken it to the very foundations? 6 God of our fathers, help Thou aus 
weak mortals, who oft mistake the shadow for. the. substance, to see 
the reality of things, to subdue and soften our stony hearts, so that 
our spiritual outlook may not be darkened or utterly lost; so that we 
may derive the fullest satisfaction from those assemblies which meet for 
communion with Thee, our Maker and Preserver. We commend unto Thy 
watchful guidance the work which is being inaugurated this day. Be Thou 
with the workers, not alone with those who toil with their hands to rear the 
sacred fane, which is to serve its high and lofty purpose for generations to 
come; but we invoke Thy blessing also upon those who wil! toil with their 
mind and spirit, to lay the foundation of the future destinies of this congrega- 


‘tion. May the synagogue, which is to rise upon this spot, become the spiritual 


rallying point of its members, shedding the delights and blessings of religious 
education upon the men, women, and children ; may the new edifice prove the 
centre from which there may radiate those useful and vital activities which 
devolve upon men both as members of the Jewish race and as citizens of earth 
striving after the citizenship of heaven! May the pleasantness of the Lord our 
God be upon us, the work of our hands establish thou upon us, yea, the work of 
our hands establish thou it. Amen, Amen. 


The assembly then returned to the Synagogue, and after the prayer 


for the Royal Family had been recited by Dr. Gollancz, and the choir 
had sung psalm 150, 


Sir ROBERT WALEY COHEN delivered an address. He said that when 


their minister conveyed to him their invitation to take part in that 


ceremony, he expressed the hope that Mr. Mishcon himself, to whom 
the congregation owed so much, would undertake the task of voicing 
their sentiments on that historic occasion. Assembled as they were to 
witness the foundation of a sacred building, which they hoped might be 
a true house of God for that and many future generations, th y could all 
share something of those thoughts that were given classic expression in 
that most beautiful of prayers which Solomon prayed at the completion of 
the first Temple. So far as anything might be called unique in history, 
they were certainly then at a unique moment in the history of the world 
—one of those times which tested men’s souls. Never was the world in 


greater need of the strengthening of its spiritual forces; never was the : 


call greater for the inheritors of those precious gems, which gave to 
mankind the foundation of all religion, to play their part in resisting 
the all-engulfing current of materialism that threatened to flood civilisa- 
tion. The foundation of a synagogue at such a time had indeed a special 
significance. For religion was the force which must win for mankind the 
moral victory in the battle that lay ahead, without which the material 
victory would prove to be vain and even worse than useless. Strong 
passions had been let loose—when they were united with weak principles, 
when religion was banished from the hearts of men there was the soil 
upon which anarchy would grow and flourish until, like some evil weed, 
it destroyed all that was good and worth preserving in the world. Half 
unconsciously one felt all this; it was one of the most hopeful signs, 
in a time when hopeful signs were not too abundant, that synagogue mem- 
bership and synagogue attendance were greatly improving. It was a sign 
that Jews sought through their religion that help and guidance from the 
fundamental and eternal truths in facing the difficult and crucial tasks of 
these critical times. It was the hope and prayer of all that the zeal of 
those who had worked for that foundation might be transmitted to their 
successors, and might act and re-act between them so that men might go 
from public worship in that building strengthened in their daily tasks. 
That congregation had a great opportunity; it was re-born at a time 
like that of which Wordsworth wrote : 
ea “Bliss it was in that hour to be alive; 
But to be young were very heaven.” , 


Young, indeed, was that congregation of whose permanent sacred

“TIME AND SPINOZA.” 


ARTHUR DAVIS MEMORIAL LECTURE. 


On Sunday, at University College, Professor 8. Alexander, of Man- 
chester University, delivered the Arthur Davis Memorial Lecture. His 
subject was: “Time and Spinoza.” Viscount HALDANE presided over a 


large audience. 


Dr. REDCLIFFE N.SALAMAN, President of the Jewish Historical Society, 
in a few introductory remarks of welcome to the Lecturer and the 
Chairman, said that Professor Alexander was one of that band of 
philosophers who, with their thoughts and words, encircled the world, and 
among whom they were proud to recognise as prominent so many of our 
own brethren. Not long ago, Moscovitch, the actor, at a dinner in his 
honour, said that it was all very well to laud and praise him, 
and entertain him, now that: he had achieved success, but what 
had we Jews done for him in the days of struggle? That speech, 
which was very important to his mind, was a lesson to them of 
the Jewish Historical Society, because they offered practically 


the only platform in Anglo-Jewry from which the learned could give 
forth their views to our community, and he hoped they would always 
take occasion to recognise their own scholars. They had waited long 
before asking Professor Alexander, and for his presence they were deeply 
grateful. He referred to the Chairman as a great statesman, scientist, 
and philosopher, and said they were all intensely pleased and gratified at 
his presence in the chair, which showed his extreme catholicity. (Cheers. 

Professor ALEXANDER said that if he were asked to name the most 


characteristic feature of the thought of the last twenty-five years he 


would answer: “ The discovery of time.” He did not mean to say that 
they had waited until to-day to become familiar with time. It meant 
they had only just begun, in their speculations, to take time seriously 
and to realise that in some way or other time was an essential ingredient 
in the constitution of-things. Bergson had declared time to be the 
ultimate reality. It would take much thought between physicists in co- 
operation before opinion settled down to the exact amount of reality to be 
assigned to time and space, and to decide whether they were realities or 
only constructions of the mind, and what the relation to,each other was. 
It was a problem vital to the understanding of the theory of relativity, 
and it was presupposed in the finished form given to the theory by 


Einstein. It was at one time conceived that the world was a 
world of events; and time was an interesting condition in virtue 
of which things happened and had a history. The discovery of 


time of which he spoke meant that they were to rid themselves of that 
innocent habit of mind, and regard the world as through and through 
and intrinsically historical, and treat everything in it as events—not 
merely what were obviously events like the fall of a stone, but also the 
most permanent things which seemed to them fixed, and which had 
become what Whitehead called “chunks of events.” His object was to 
enquire how far Spinoza could guide them in considering modern ideas of 
time, and he selected Spinoza because he was probably nearer modern 
modes of thought than many later philosophers. As Heine put it, sub- 
sequent philosophers saw through the lenses that Spinoza made, 
Professor Alexander proceeded to expound Spinoza’s ideas of God as 
“extension” of “thought,” and examined the conclusions at which one 
would arrive if time were introduced into Spinoza’s scheme. He developed 
the conceptions of “motion at rést,” and “space-time,” linked them 
up with Spinoza’s teaching, and said that Spinoza possessed the right 
sort of mysticism, and was filled with the religious passion which aimed 
not at absorption but at fulfilment. He apologised for his admiration of 
Spinoza, and concluded by saying that in this case, as in Spinoza’s own, 
veneration was not superstition. 

Viscount HALDANE expressed the hope that Professor Alexander's 
lecture would be published in an extended form. He quoted Renan’s 
appreciation of Spinoza, of whom he said that he had the highest 
consciousness of the divine of anyone of his contemporaries. 3 

Mr. ZANGWILL, in proposing a vote of thanks to the chairman and the 
lecturer, claimed that he had understood every word Professor Alexander 
had uttered, and eulogised his lucidity. Many things were easy till we 
started thinking about them, and the centipede got on very well till it 
was asked which leg went beforethe other. (Laughter.) Lord Haldane’s 
presence was a protest against recent nonsense written about Jewish 
conspiracies. 

. Lord HALDANE briefly acknowledged the vote.

building they were that day laying the foundation. 
rest with it in its sacred task ! 


The Rev. A. MISCHCON said that on that day, the morrow of the last 
day of Passover, they, the members of the Brixton Congregation, brought 
their Omer to the House of God. After years of tilling and toiling, they 
had that afternoon witnessed the first sign of the fruition of their efforts. 
Now the period of counting would begin for them, lovingly and longingly 
they would be looking forward to the completion of that sacred edifice 
when a new period of fruitful, increased, religious activity would be 
inaugurated. Mr. Mishcon proceeded briefly to narrate the history of 
the congregation, its vicissitudes and successes, and in conclusion, 
referring to some of his opening remarks, he said that he had been trying 
to draw an analogy between the Passover and the present celebration, 
but the comparison broke down at one point. Passover was the Feast of 
Freedom, the commemoration of redemption. ‘The joyous festivity that 
afternoon was dimmed by the knowledge that that congregation 
was as yet not free—from debt. It was not even in a 
position to redeem the promise made to the United Syna- 
gogue, whose dealings with the congregation had been not only 
liberal but generous. The members had taxed themselves to the utmost, 
but the funds still fell far short of the requirements. Earnestly did he 
therefare appeal to all present to make an effort, a sacrifice, to strengthen 
the hands of those who had imposed upon themselves the task of carrying 
through the building scheme so that in the very near future the congre- 
gation might be able to carry on its religious and educational work 
unhindered and unhampered. 

Thanks were accorded to Sir Robert and Lady Waley Cohen and to 
the Treasurers of the United Synagogue, on the motion of Mr. 8. H. 
VALENTINE, seconded by Mr. VICTOR HERRMANN. Sir ROBERT WALEY 
COHEN replied to the vote.

Might God's blessing 
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Syria and Palestine. 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH 
MR. JACQUES CALMY. 


EW political movements in history have attracted to them 
such a multifarious wealth of intellectual talent as 
Zionism. The names of Herzl, Nordau, and Einstein, head 
a catalogue of littérateurs, philosoohers, poets, scientists, 

which at once attest the spiritual vitality of the Jewish people and 
the magnetic force of its National Movement. Among the younger 
men at present working for Zionism not the least talented is Mr. 
Jacques Calmy. Born in Palestine, his 
father was a French Jew of Rumanian 
origin, and his mother a daughter of 
the Chief Rabbi of Jerusalem. He was 
educated in France, and in 1915 was 
co-editor of the Journal du Caire and 
the Bourse Egqyptienne. In 1916 he 
published a small volume of essays in 
French entitled “Entretiens de Glaucon 
sur les Choses du Temps Présent,”’ 
which was favourably reviewed _ by 
Anatole France, among others. He 
joined the Jewish battalion, and served 
under Col, F.D. Samuel. Subsequently, 
he was attached to the Zionist Com. 
mission in Palestine as head of the 
Press Bureau. He then assisted to 
found the Palestine Daily Mail and the 
Palestine Weekly. He left the Hassolel 
Company to become editor of La Syrie, 
the semi-official- French journal in 
Beyrout, also representing the Zionist Organisation in that city, He 
was entrusted by the French Government with a mission to Palestine 
and came to Europe in connection with the frontier question. He 
has contributed to the leading French newspapers and reviews. To 
a& representative of the Jewish CHRONICLE Mr. Calmy bas given 
some interesting views on the relations of Syria and Palestine, his 
knowledge of both countries and his past official relations with the 
French Government entitling him to speak with authority on the 
question.

THE PROBLEM OF SYRIA. 

“During my recent stay in Syria, extending over a period of six 
months,” said Mr. Calmy,” I had an opportunity, in connection. with my 
duties as editor-in-chief of La Syrie, to be in almost daily contact with the 
French authorities, and with the various sections of the Syrian population. 
I am therefore in a position to comply with your request to throw some 
light on the Syrio-Zionist problem which exists, although many people 
refuse to see it, and which will affect, in the near future, the question of 
our relations with French Syria as with autonomous Egypt and Arabic 
Mesopotamia. But it is necessary to divide the problem and to consider 
our relations (1) with the mandatory government, and (2) with the 
populations themselves. 

| THE MANDATORY. 

“No one doubts in principle that it is to our interest to extend and 
maintain cordial relations with France in Syria. In principle—but when 
it comes to a question of practice things go all wrong, and I regret to have 
to say that most of the leading Zionists in Palestine have taken few steps 
to win for our movement the sympathies which they have a right to 
expect from the French authorities in Syria. It was, however, easy to 
understand that whilst testifying to our loyalty and our eternal gratitude 
to Great Britain, we should not be sinning against that loyalty in pre- 
serving towards France the friendship which the Jewish people has 
always had for her and in giving her proofs of that friendship. I cannot 
help smiling when I think of some of our profound politicians who, 
when one spoke to them of France, of the discontent which was 
manifested among the French representatives in Palestine and the 
French authorities in Syria, would put their fingers to- their 
lips mysteriously and reply: ‘Hush! We.must not provoke the 
distrust of Great Britain.’ This is simply absurd and denotes 
an ignorance of affairs of the Orient of which these same people 
have, alas! only given too many proofs. Whoever knows the 
East, whoever knows the imperative necessity of France and England 
having a complete understanding on questions of the Levant, cannot 
doubt for an instant that ihn spite of, and apart from the intrigues and 
quarrels of local functionaries, the Anglo-French accord in the East will 
be realised one day or another. To sympathise with France, to give her, 
even, when we could, efficacious aid, would neither have been hurtful nor 
displeasing to England, for this country had emphatically declared that 
it claimed no rights over Syria, and France, on her side, merely claimed 
the right of maintaining her moral influence in Palestine. I ought, how- 
ever, to emphsise the foresight which Mr. Jabotinsky displayed on 
that occasion as on many others, and which contributed effectively 
towards dissipating the antagonism that was being engendered towards 
us, in the French camp. His article, ‘Our Neighbour France,’ showed our 
French friends that besides the sentimental reason which we had for 
rejoicing at the French being our neighbours in Syria, we had profound 
political reasons for it. I regret I cannot recapitulate at length the 
argument of Mr. Jabotinsky—it was perfect.

FROM A WINDOW IN JERUSALEM. 


By ISAAC SNOWMAN. 


Every morning at dawn, Arabs, driving before them unwilling, over- 
laden donkeys, and native peasant women, with well-filled market 
baskets picturesquely poised on their heads, pass my window on their 
way to the Mea Shearim market. Mea Shed@rim is a large, ugly, unsalu- 
brious Jewish suburb of Jerusalem, about a mile outside the ancient 
City walls. From my window I can catch a glimpse of the market, an 
orgy of colour, a crowded, sun-bathed confusion of donkeys, Arabs, 
Yemenites, camels, beggars, bare-footed children, mules, and women 
of all ages and sizes. But order reigns in the apparent confusion, 
for it is seen that the Arabs are for the most part the vendors 
and the Jews the purchasers. The Arabs sell fresh dairy produce, 
vegetables, and fruit. There are Jewish vendors, too; but they 
appear to specialise in old clothes. The small shops all around 
the market place are kept by Jews, who deal in imported food- 
stuffs; among these pickled herrings predominate. One wonders 
how it is that there are no Jewish peasatts bringing in their wares to 

‘market. There are several Jewish agricultural settlements within easy 

reach of Jerusalem, but their produce—assuming that they produce any- 
thing—is not to be seen in any of the city’s markets. Jews have been 
operating in Palestine for close on half a century, and vast sums have 
been expended in founding agricultural settlements, but a Jewish grown 
potato is not to be purchased for love or money:in the city of Judea. 
Apart from those inhabitants who may be termed natives, Jewish 
Jerusalem is thickly populated with professors, doctors, journalists, 
authors, teachers, rabbis, and politicians (most of whom are paid officials 
of the various organisations which abound in this city); but a Jewish 
farmer is not to be seen. 

The Mea Shearim market is by no means exceptional in being mono- 
polised by Arabs, at least as far as the sale of the prime necessities of life 
are concerned. On the contrary, throughout the length and breadth of 
the land, it is the Arabs, and none but they, who produce and distribute 
the country’s essential foods. The great Jewish colonies are merely 
fields for speculation and trade. Nothing essential to the life of the 
community is grown there. 

The eldest and largest of these colonies is Petach Tikvah, within

intellectual; he is indeed a political theorician of the first order. He 
looks upon Zionism with the eyes of the historian, the sociologist, the 
enquirer.

“But it is not enough,” Mr. Calmy went on to say, “to come 
to an understanding with the. French authorities in Syria, and to 
show them that they may trust us. France will not remain as the 
occupying Power in Syria. She does not wish it. She merely accepted 
a temporary mandate. She reckons on withdrawing as soon as the 
When that happens, 
we shall find ourselves face to face with these populations—we in our 
Palestine, with Syrian co-inhabitants, and across the border Syrians 
also. Is the importance of this position understood? Is it realised that 
the same movement of public opinion runs, generally, from Damascus to 
Jerusalem and vice versa, passing through Beyrout? Now, hitherto the 
populations of Syria have been suspicious of us. Clerical influence and 
Faisalism, or rather pan-Arabism, are responsible for this distrust. But 
the clerical influence is diminishing every day at Beyrout, and pan-Arabism 
seems for a long time to have been suppressed at Damascus. There is, 
therefore, no reason why now, or in the very near future, Syrians and 
Zionists should not come together for the intensive economic develop- 
ment of Palestine and Syria. Syria offers us a soil of splendid 
fertility which only wants tilling. Syria will perhaps constitute the 
best market for Palestine when Palestine produces on a big scale and 
when its products. can be conveyed by rail, vid Damascus, to all the 
hitherto unexploited territories of the interior of Asia. Syria will have 
need of our capital and our brains. From this collaboration each of us 
will derive sensible advantage. All that is needed is to render this 
collaboration possible. 

JUDAISM IN SYRIA. 

“It can become possible—it is already becoming possible—through 
the medium of Syrian Jewry. The Jews of the country have always 
lived on the best of terms with their Christian and Moslem fellow- 
citizens. The Syrian Jews have remained hitherto aloof from Zionism. 
But as they become drawn into the movement and understand 
it, they will explain it to the inhabitants of the country and will 
constitute the point of contact between Jewish Palestine and Syria. 
The Jews of Syria, like the Sephardi element in general, have not yet 
taken the active part they should in the Zionist movement. I will not 
enter into the special reasons for this which lead me to believe that this 
indifference is not entirely their fault. It is, however, a matter for 
satisfaction that the Syrian communities, especially that of Damascus, 
are becoming more and more interested in our movement. Hebrew 
schools, Zionist societies, publications, areincreasing. The young people 
especially are joining up with enthusiasm. Jewish Palestine will perhaps 
owe to these Jews the better understanding which will prevail one day 
between it and ite immediate near neighbours.”

easy reach of Jaffa. It is truly inspiring te drive along the miles of 
mimosa and wisteria lined avenue, which leads to the village through 
orange and lemon groves, almond plantations, forests of eucalyptus, and 
vineyards reaching as far as the horizon. The village is designed and 
laid out on a splendid and generous scale, with wide, tree-lined thorough- 
fares and neat houses well set back from the road, and each one 
surrounded by ample grounds. 


But what a disillusionment when one visits the market square. 
There, as in Mea Shearim, and elsewhere throughout the land, Arabs 
monopolise the stalls, heaped up with vegetables of all sorts, dairy 
produce, and even fruit and flowers, which are eagerly bought by the 
colonists. One is disposed to enquire whether this great Jewish settle- 
ment, and other similar ones where identical conditions prevail, have 
been established in order to create an outlet for the products of Arab 
farms. It should be remarked that the ample lands around the colonists’ 
houses—evidently originally intended as kitchen gardens— are neglected 
and uncultivated. 

In the course of certain investigations I recently made in Petach 
Tikvah, I learnt that nearly every colonist who owned his land or house 
had mortgaged them up to the hilt. Nointerest is paid to the unfortunate 
individuals or institutions who had advanced these monies, and, of course, 
the capital is practically lost. I heard of ohe courageous person who 
attempted to exercise his legal right to sell a property on which he had 
advanced a considerable sum on mortgage, but on which no interest has 
been paid. The auction sale was duly advertised, and when the eventful 
moment of the sale arrived it was apparent that a carefully organised 
boycott had been established, for not a single person put in an appearance 
to bid for the property. 

The colonists, apparently, have always been idjieiaaed to attempt 
big business, but unfortunately their failures have been far more frequent 
than their successes. It must, however, be admitted that in many cases 
these failures have been caused by circumstances beyond the colonists’ 
control. The orange and lemon plantations, for example, formed at great 
cost and with infinite care, have not proved a commercial success. The 
wine production of Rishon, Petach Tikvah, and Zichron Jakob is 
‘remunerative enough to the officials and middlemen employed in the 
business; but the actual vine growers reap little benefit from their 
labours. Therank and file of the colonists aretraders. Mere farming has 
been, and is, beneath them. They aré not peasants in any sense’ of the 
word. They are attached to their lands with such siender ties, that a 
large proportion of the children of the colonists do not remain in the 
settlements. They seek their fortunes in the big cities, or they emigrate. 
The .conditions are practically the same in all the Judean colonies. 
Every penny poured into these places in the form of loans, mortgages, 
charitable donations, or subventions, goes directly into the pockets of the 
Arabs, for it is they who produce and sell to the Jews all essential 
articles of food, bread and meat included. 

The Zionists pride themselves on their schools. It is true that these 
schools have done much towards popularising the 'lebrew language. But, 
on the other hand, they have aroused feelings of strong dislike among a 
section of the Jewish population here. From my point of vantage in Mea 
Shearim there are particular opp°rtunities of observing and noting this 
fact. A short time ago I had the pleasure of meeting a gentleman who 
informed me that he was the Professor of Aucient Literature in an 
important Zionist scholastic institution. I ventured to say that I 
was not aware that the studies in that par‘icular school were so 
advanced as to include Greek and Roman mythology. Or was it 
perhaps ancient Egyptian lore, or Sanskrit or the Zend Avesta that they 
‘studied? The Professor smilingly corrected me. He taught the Bible. 
Needless to say the Jewish practice of covering the head when reading 
the Hebrew Bible, haslong been discarded. Many Zionist teachers carry 
secularisation to such lengths that they themselves openly disregard 
those observances and tradjtional practices, which all Jews but Zionists 
hold as sacred. Thus, these Hebrew schools—as distinguished from 
schools where Yiddish is the medium of instruction--are looked upon by 
many with feelings akin to horror. Be that as it may, in the particular 
circumstances in which the Jewish people find themselves in Palestine 
to-day, it does not seem unnecessary extragavance to pour out great 
sums on more or less free education. Theland of Israel needs a Jewish 
peasantry, but Palestinian boys on leaving these schools aspire to some- 
thing higher than peasant life. Large numbers, not finding scope for their 
ambitions in Palestine, emigrate. And even if here and there boys 
would be found with a disposition towards farming, no encouragement or 
opportunity is offered them to engage in that pursuit. For, strange as it 
may seem, such a thing as a Jewish farm does not exist in Palestine. 

A healthy and normal nation is built up like a pyramid. The base is 
formed by a solid mass composed of peasant farming and labouring 
classes; the middie classes of traders and professional men form the 
superstructure, while the favoured of fortune and the leisured few find 
their places at the apex. Little or nothing has hitherto been done to 
create that basic foundation for the Jewish people, a peasant class 
attached to, and living on their soil, without which no nation can truly be 
said to live a National life. 

At present a Jewish National Home in Palestine exists on paper only. 
It may one day, in the dim and distant future, emerge into the realms of 
reality, but only when a great Jewish peasant class will subsist 
on the soil which they will cultivate with their own hands, when the 
land of Israel will be covered from Dan to Beersheba with flourishing 
Jewish farms and market gardens, and with waving fields of wheat and 
barley, when Jewish shepherds and goatherds will tend their flocks, as 
in days of old, on the hillsides of Judea, and on the mountains of 
Naphtali. When, sitting at one’s window on the outskirts of a great 
Palestinian city, one will see joyous groups of Jewish peasants bringing 
to market the produce of their lands, then, and only then, will a Jewish 
National Home in the land of Israel be ane fact. 

Will that day ever dawn? :

A Sermon for the Week. 


(Specially written for the JEWISH CHRONICLE.) 
THE PURPOSE OF PUBLIG WORSHIP. 


‘* And it shall come to pass that from one new moon to another, and from one 
Sabbath to another, shall all flesh come to worship before me, saith the Lord.”’— 
Isaiah, Lrvi., 23. 


We hold in our sanctuaries, periodic servicesof prayer and praise, and 
moral instruction. We did not institute these services for ourselves ; 
they were here when we came, we have simply continued them. And 
since so much time and thought, and means are expended on these 
sanctuaries for public worship, it is our right, it is our duty to consider 
what is the purpose that public worship subserves. Originally it was 
thought that Divine Worship was for the Divinity. We are satisfied to-day 
that our public worship is not for God, but for man, that like religion itself, 
of which it is an expression, it is only for God in the sense that we owe it 
to Him to make the very most of this gift of life and soul that He has 
bestowed on us, and that by communion with him we may be elevated, 
exalted and purified. Thisis the ultimate purpose behind all our different 
religious services, vary as they may. Is that purpose attained? Are we 
drawn nearer to God by offering our prayers to Him? Are we helped to 
obey the commandments by hearing them recited? Are we strengthened 
in goodness by weekly listening to moral instruction from the pulpit? Are 
we inspired by congregational hymnsand praise? Or does public worship 
help us even in a material way? For if any souls coming to the Synagogue 
from Sabbath to Sabbath can feel that it is indeed a place of rest, and if 
the worship exercises upon them a soothing influence only, if it lifts their 
burdens for a little time, so that they can go away feeling cheered and 
encouraged to take up their task once more, it would be a great boon to 
bumanity, and worth all the energy and means it costs to maintain it. 
Here and there we find out by chance that this purpose is rendered. 
Occasionally a minister is encouraged by learning that some truth he has 
uttered has gone home and been 

A MEANS OF HELPFULNESS 

and solace toa fellow-being, and that each time that message was remem- 

bered, it was a new source of comfort and inspiration. And yetin spite of 
the good consciously or unconsciously effected, public worship does not 
fulfil its holy function In anything like the degree it should. Many are 
untouched by it; many lessons are uttered to unlistening years. Worship 
has become in numberiless instances a mere formality. Is this entirely 
the fault of the service? The success of divine service depends less upon 
the worship than upon the worshipper. Itis true of nearly all things in 
life that the influence they may have upon us depends not so much onthe 
object as upon ourselves—whether we go to itin a receptive mood, whether 
we bring to ita ready, yearning nature, or whether we come cold and 
empty, standing before it and expecting it to pour all its goodness into 
our souls. According to the richness of our nature will be the profit we 
draw from the treasures of God and man. In what spirit do we approach 
the house of God? When we enter the theatre, we are in a 
passive mood, and wait expectantly for what is to be represented 
to us by the performers. And many come to the service of the 
Synagogue in the same passive mood. They lean back on the 
cushioned seats and wait for the service to begin. They listen to the 
prayers, and may be more or less interested in the discourse, and when 
the service is over they rise from theirseats and go. This is not the idea 
of worship, nor is such the mood in which the divine service is likely to 
be spiritually helpful. We must not expect anything mysterious or 
supernational from the service of prayer. To suppose there is an occult 
potency in the service itself is to be enslaved by superstition. We are 
not an audience in which

are the actors; we are the actors. The reader and choir are not there to 
pray and sing for us, but to lead usin prayer and song. The mini-ter 
can but indicate the right life to ue, he cannot live it for us. We must 
go to our public worship full of earnestness, ready to participate in its 
exercises. We must come filled with the purpose and spirit that the 
place implies. We must come, not to listen to prayer reading, but to pray; 
not to listen to singing, but to sing; not to go to sleep, but to be zealously 
alert and thrillingly alive. It isa good thing that at every mention of 
the name of God we should respond YW? 413). 819 WMS, and not be 
satisfied to leave the Choir to make the response for us; that we should 
be ready to say jO8 at well-known pauses; that on closing a Book of the 
Law we should utter a distinct formula ; that we should rise and pray 
the TDP withits appropriate obeisances. Our participance is needed to 
complement the service, which would be unfinished if we did not perform 
the parts assigned for us as worshippers. But even this mere activity 
may not realise the ideal of worship. It may need to be supplemented 
by the decorum which usually characterises a Reform service, and 
whose purpose is to inspire the worshipper with religious awe. But be 
the worship Orthodox or Reform, it must fail unless the worshipper bring 
with him a quickened sense of the solemnity of the place and purpose. 
Much has been written about the efficacy of prayer. We stand impressed 
and moved before a piece of marble that was carved a thousand years 
ago. What, then, should be our emotion as we put ourselves in commu- 
nication with Him who has sat enthroned in the heart of the universe 
for millions and millions of ages! While the failure of the service to 
reach and help many of us may be partly due to its insufficiency, it is 
largely due to ourselves—that we make no effort to meet it half 
way. We need not be satisfied with the form of service 
that is presented to us. We have a right to demand that it shall, 
if necessary, be modified to respond to the yearnings of our soul. 
By our attitude to the service we can give it glory and power 
and vivifying touch, so that it shall serve its high purpose of effecting a 
union between man and God—the purpose proclaimed in ancient times, 
when it was enjoined: “ Let them make Me a sanctuary, that I may

ANNUAL MEETING. 


The annual meeting of Life-Governors and Subscribers was held on 
Sunday at the Institution, High Road, South Tottenham. 

Sir STUART M. SAMUBL, Bart., the President, in submitting the report 
(summarised in last Friday's JEWISH CHRONICLE) and balance-sheet, said 
that he had to record once more a very successful year of operation in 
connection with the charity. The Board of Management had been 
enabled to open the new wing and to increase the number of patients, 
which was now 91. At the same time, he had completed twenty-five 
years as President of the Institution, and in looking back and comparing 
the premises in Victoria Park Road with the present Home, he felt that 
it showed what optimism could do. The Board of Management desired 
to increase the number of inmates to 100. They had the accommodation, 
but required the cost of their maintenance, which was £100 per patient 
perannum. He hoped that in the antumn they would be able to open 
the synagogue. That was a matter in which he confessed he had taken 
the greatest possible interest—to see that that Jewish institution had a 
synagogue worthy of the God we worshipped, that it might be seen that 
we were not behind any other community in our reverence for our 
Creator. He-thanked the number of friends who had assisted in making 
the synagogue what it is. Six beautiful brackets of silver and oak had 
been designed for the lighting of the synagogue. The cost of these was 
£110 each. Three gentlemen had already generously given three, and 
he appealed for donors of the remaining three. With regard to his own 


position as President, he did consider it wrong for a President to remain so 


long in the position, but his colleagues whom he had consulted, and with 


many of whom he had worked for twenty-five years, did not wisb him to” 


resign, and he had nodesire to break up the harmony that had characterised 
the Board of Management. He had handed in his resignation, but his 
colleagues had not seen fit to accept it. Although not a man gifted with 
much leisure, he was very pleased to be connected with an institution 
which did so much good. The Home was very much indebted to Mr. 
Albert London, the Hon. Secretary since its foundation of the East London 
Aid Society. 

The report and balance-sheet having been adopted, 

Mr. J. M. ANSELL proposed Sir Stuart Samnel’s re-election as Presi- 
dent. Mr. Ansell mentioned that they would be compelled this year to 
spend a large sum of money on redecorations and repairs, which were 
becoming compulsory from a hygienic point of view. He appealed to the 
subscribers to increase their contributions. 

Mr. J. JOSEPH, in seconding the motion, said that it was impossible 

to pay out of the present funds for the repairs, which would cost about 
Sir Stuart Samuel was unanimously re-elected. 
Dr. BLACKMAN, in moving the re-election of the Board of Manage- 
ment, the Vice-President, and the Treasurer, said he had only recently 
become attached to the Home, but, as a medical man, he could say that 
the inmates were very fortunate in the attention they received. 

The motion was seconded by Mr. MITCHEL and carried. 

A vote of thanks was passed to the Honorary Officers, on the motion 
of Mr. CECIL DRUKKER, seconded by Mr. COLEMAN JOSEPH.

JEWISH WORKING MEN’S CLUB. 


Dr. J. DULBERG, J.P., presided at the annual meeting, held on 
Sunday. In moving the adoption of the annual report and balance-sheet, 
he congratulated the Ciub on a successful year’s work. Some improve- 
ments had been carried out in structnral alterations, and other necessary 
work was waiting to be done. He feit gratified that Derby Hall had been 
more in use for various functions than in the previous year. The member- 
ship showed some falling-off, but no one felt surprised at that in the 
present circumstances. He much regretted that the Literary Society had 
not been successful in obtaining a series of lectures as in previous years, 
and he appealed to the members to give the Chairman of that section, the 
Rev. J. Phillips, more assistance than they had hitherto accorded him.

a large expenditure in necessary repairs. 

The motion was carried unanimously. 

The thirty-second annual report states in part :— 

The progress made during the ear has been highly gratifying. The 
renewed activities of the subsidiary Societies are very encouraging. All! of 
them show that they are exercising a rea) influence in the development and 
improvement of a most valuable and integra! part of ite existence. The Operatic 
Society, asa result of last year’s production of ‘‘Tom Jones,” was able to 
distribute the sum of £200 among local charities. The Chess Club had an 
exceedingly successful season, the second team securing the championship of 
the “C”’ League. The Draughts Club won the Shields and Medals. A Zionist 
Society was formed during the year,and a number of lectures and debates 
were held with the object of spreading genera! knowledge of Jewish History and 
Zionist ideals. Of special interest was the revival of inter-visits with Clubs in 
other cities. Weekly collections for charitable institutions were made. 

The balance-sheet showed that members’ subscriptions amounted to 
£365, and those of lady associates to £74. Billiards brought in £538. 

Rabbi Dr. SALOMON moved the re-election of Dr. J. Dulberg as 
President, Mr. W. Myerstone as Treasurer, and Mr. 8. Classick, as Hon. 
Secretary. He mentioned the Comrades Club, a non-Jewish institution, 
which a number of Jewish young men attended, thereby mixing with 
Christian girls, instead of joining a Jewish club. 

Councillor 8. FINBURGH, in seconding the motion, said that he thought 
the matter referred to by Dr. Salomon was of serious and grave import- 
ance. He did not like the idea of Jewish youths spending their leisure 
in a non-Jewish atmosphere and amid the temptations that intermingling 
with Christian girls might expose them to. 

The motion was carried, and Dr. DULBERG expressed acknowledgments 
on behalf of himself and his colleagues. He proposed the re-election of the 
following Vice-Presidents: Rabbi Dr. B. Saiomon, the Revs. Jacob Phillips 
and H. Levin, Messrs. James Bauer, Levy Davis, E. H. Langdon, J.P., 
H. A. Nathan, H. Meyerstone and A. Sunderland. The motion was 
seconded by Mr. 8. Royce and carried. Mr. Sunderland tendered thanks. 

The Rev. JACOB PHILLIPS moved the election of Mr. Levy Davis as a 
Trustee. With regard to the Comrades Club, he said that it was for the 
benefit of soldiers who served during the war and who desired to meet 
one another in friendly intercourse. The motion was seconded by Mr. 
Aaronson, supported by Mr. H. Sunderland, and carried. Mr. Levy Davis 
expressed his thanks. 

The CHAIRMAN said that he was particularly pleased to be present 
that day to pay a tribute of respect and affection to the Rev. H. Levin, 
who recently attained his seventieth birthday, and to his wife, and to 
offer them the heartiest congratulations and best wishes of the members.

She revivifies, like the enlivening dew, our 
minds, that had become torpid through suffering and want of air and 
sunshine. Hundreds of our children are living in tenements so ill-venti- 
lated and restricted as to cause them the loss of physical and 
moral health, only to multiply the inmates of hospitals and homes. 
I therefore appeal to-day on behalf of the newly established “ Fresh Air 
Home and School” at Delamere, which is nearing its completion, and wil! 
soon receive its youthful inmates. This institution deserves our greatest 
sympathy and support, and is the best preventive against all those 
illnesses arising from insanitary conditions in the congested districts of a 
large town. By your generous assistance you are giving those poor and 
delicate children opportunities to walk and ramble in field and wood, to 
march along the King’s highway between the flowering hedges. We have 
just passed through a very mild winter, the next may be more severe; 
should we not, one and all, subscribe towards this fund, in order toenable 
those children to gain health and strength during the summer months’? 
Those children who are going to frequent this “ Fresh Air Sehool” for 
longer or shorter periods, are taken from the narrow streets and the 
polluted air to the glades and fields; by that their minds will be widened 
and bounded only by the spacious horizon of nature’s dwelling. And in 
the words of the young arduous worker, who has called this Institution 
into life, “the anwmic child would grow rosy and strong, the thin and 
wasting child increase in weight . . . and incipient lung troubles 
would improve and then vanish.”

Scottish Churches’ Missionary Work 
Among Jews on the Continent. 
From Rabbi Dr. SALIS DAICHES, 6, Millerfield Place, 
Edinburgh. 


TO THE EDITOR OF\THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 
Sin,—Some time ago the Churches of Scotland sent out a Commission 
to the “Near East” (including Palestine) in order to strengthen its 
missionary institutions and further the work of its missionary agents in 
several parts of Central and Southern Europe and in Asia Minor. The 
mmission consisted of several prominent clergymen (including Professor 
W. M. Macgregor, D.D.) and such a prominent lay worker as Sir John 


- Cowan. There was a special correspondent attached to that Commission 


who sent several articles to the Scotsman containing attacks upon the 
Jews of Austria, Hungary, Poland, and even upon the Jewish emigrants 
to Palestine (whom he saw on board the Lloyd Triestino steamer 
“Campidoglio”). In his article he wrote in a very unfriendly way onthe 
Jews in the Holy Land and on the Zionist policy of the British Government. 
To each of these articles I deemed it necessary to write a reply, and the 
fairness of the Editor of the Scotsman could not be better illustrated than 
by the readiness with which he printed my rejoinders and the amount of 
space he gave to my letters. Also the numerous messages I received 
from readers of the Sevtsmian all over the country, testified to the fact 
that the writer's attacks on the Jewish people were greatly resented by 
the readers of that paper—both lay and clerical—and thaf the soil of 
Scotland does not yet present a really favourable ground for the seed of 


anti-Semitism. 


The irony of the whole thing, however, consists in the fact that the 

object of the Scottish Churches’ Mission to the Near East is obviously the 
conversion of the Jews. Throngh the kindness of a Christian friend in 
this city, I have just obtained a copy of the April number of the organ af 
the “Home and Foreign Mission Work of the United Free Church of 
Scotland” called “ The Record.” This periodical has an article from the 
pen of Professor Dr. W. M. Macgregor, entitled “ With the Near East 
Commission,” which contains a.giowing description of the Commission's 
reception in Budapest and the success of its work there. The following 
paragraphs deserve the attention of our brethren on the Continent :— 
On our second morning, the whole school, upper and lower, was mustered 
400 strong, in the Hall, and it’ was scarcely needful to be told that fully three- 
quarters of them were Jews. ‘Their eagerness, their absolute freedom from shy- 
ness, their quickness in catching a point and in giving a reply made them a 
quite inimitable audience, and one could scarcely exaggerate the possibilities of 
influence put in our hands by such an institution. 

Later in the day, we met with the girls inthe Boarding School, and then 
had a full conference with the whole staff, which numbers some women of quite 
first-rate ability and of entire devotion. 

Within the last year or two there has been such a stream of applicants for 
baptism that Dr. Nagy—our devoted superintendent—has been gravely over- 
taxed; and the need is urgent that we should at once secure a permanent mis- 
sionary in Mr. Webster’s place.... To maintain a mission school for 300 
Jewish girls is a big opportunity. .. . 

I have no desire to make Prof. Macgregor responsible for the articles 
of the “special correspondent” that appeared in the Scotsman. It is 
strange, however, that while one member of the Commission writes in 
such glowing terms of the qualities of the Jewish clildren who are 
anxious to be baptised, another member indulges in wild attacks on their 
fathers and mothers who are fleeing from agony and death and are trying 
to find a haven of refuge either in the streets of Vienna or on the fields 
of Palestine. Surely these writers understand that the sad pfight of the 
parents gives the missionaries their opportunity to capture the souls of 
their children. And then—if the qualities of the children are so great, 
why is it so hard to say a kind word about the parents? 

. Amore serious question, however, is this: Are the Jews of Budapest 
aware of what is happening to their children? If they know the posi- 
tion, but are unable to interfere, because of the desire to see their 
children saved from hunger and death, then the Jews in this country and 
in America are very seriously to blame. If the United Free Church of 
Scotland is able to maintain a boarding school for Jewish girls in Budapest 
in order to turn them into converts to Christianity, could not Anglo- 
Jewry take similar steps in order to preserve the souls and bodies of 
these children for their parents as well as for Judaism and the Jewish 
people? It is quite possible that the Jews in Budapest have no knowledge 
whatever of the true character of the boarding school into which their 


children are so readily and graciously accepted by foreign philanthropists. - 


If so, then it is the duty of the Jewish Press to make the true 
facts as widely known as possible and remove “the stumbling block” 
from “before the blind.” It also seems necessary to remind the Jews 
abroad that there are among Christian missionaries many determined 
enemies and detractors of our people—as the articles of the “Special 
Correspondent” of the Scottish Churches’ Commission have proved—and 
that it is not always the benefit of the Jew that these gentlemen have in 
their minds when they pay him their visits and overwhelm him with 
their kindness. Many of the distracted Jews of Vienna, or of the Jewish 
emigrants to Palestine, would be surprised to find that an account of their 
beliefs and political opinions (Bolshevist, of course!) was given to the 
readers of an influential British paper by a member of a missionary 
organisation, to whom—in the words of the writer—these poor Jews were 
“a prime concern.” 3 

I should be sorry if any I have written were to be construed 
as implying a rebuke to the leaders of the Scottish Churches, or to the 
majority of Scotish Christians who are true to their faith and uphold the 


more distressing, and it renders it aH the more necessary for Jews to be 
ao es guard and to put up a defence against the attacks of enemies in 
guise. 
I trust that the Jewish press in Southern Europe, and also in 
Palestine, will take notice of this warning. : :

PROBLEMS OF THE PENTATEUCH. 


LECTURES BY DR. YAHUDA. 
On Monday, at King’s College, Professor Dr. A. S. Yahuda 
delivered the first of a series of three lectures on “ Problems of the 
Pentateuch and the earliest development of the Hebrew language.” 


The Dean of Westminster presided. 

In the course of his first lecture Dr. Yahuda examined the question 
when the Hebrew language as we found it in the Pentateuch arose and 
reached the high literary form in which it was couched. He showed that 
this could only have been accomplished in a highly civilised milieu such 
as the Israelites found during their sojourn in Egypt, and this 
was horne out by very. remarkable traces of Egyptian influences on 
the language and ideas of the Pentateuch. He adduced many 
examples of this influence, and showed that the narrator must 
have had a very close and intimate knowledge of Egyptian court 
life and customs such as Moses would have had. He examined in some 
detail the story of Joseph's appointment as Viceroy, and showed how 
closely it mirrored Egyptian court etiquette and modesof speech. Many 
obscure passages became clear by finding in doubtful Hebrew words 
Egyptian phrases, which at once elucidated many problems that had 
puzzled the commentators. Thus, in Gen. xli., 43, it was told of Joseph, 
“And they cried before him; Bow the knee (S8).”~ This was a mis- 
translation. The word J 928 was really two Egyptian words, Ab-rekh, 
meaning “the wise minister.” This interpretation fitted exactly with 
Joseph’s words, usually rendered “he hath made me a father to 
Pharaoh.” Ab in this case did not mean father, but was the Egyptian 
word Ab, minister. He cited other passages showing a very close 
acquaintance with Egyptian modes of thought, and pointed out that 
Egyptian words were particularly numerous in the description of the 
tabernacle, the vestments of the High Priest, and ritual ordinances 
generally, proving the extent to which the Egyptian priestly system was 
familiar to the compiler of the Pentateuch who had, however, displayed 
his genius in lifting to a higher religious and moral plane the ideas which 
he had dertved from his Egyptian environment. ; 

In his second lecture on Wednesday, when Bishop Browne presided, 
Dr. Yahuda gave additional examples of Egyptian wordsin the Pentatench 


which helped in the interpretation of obscure passages, but the most 


important part of the lecture was that which dealt with the names Jahve 
and Elohim, concérning the interpretation of which there existed a whole 
critical literature. He showed that Jahve was really the Egyptian 
equivalent of the Hebrew AK, “Iam,” and was introduced by Moses to 
counteract Egyptian concepts as to the existence of the gods. The name 
“Tam” was meant to imply the unlimited and eternal being of God, and 
Moses used the Egyptian equivalent in order to avoid this name of the 
deity being used.in current speech. Only when the right meaning of 
Jahve as.“ Iam” had been established could they understand why it was 
that Moses forbade, under penalty of death, the pronunciation of this 
name. AsJahve signified “ lam,” it mighton no account be pronounced lest 
it be deemed to apply to the person speaking. Dr. Yahuda proceeded to 
examine the name Flohim, which presented a difficulty, for though a 
plural form it was used as a singular, and verbs and adjectives conjoined 
to it were always in the singular. This peculiarity was to be found in no 
other Semitic language, and not evenin the Assyro-Babylonian. Again, the 
Egyptian language provided aclue. Liohim was merely a Hebraisation 
of the word Netru, the plural of Netr, God, which was also used with 
singular verbs and adjectives. Long before Moses’ time the theologians 
of Heliopolis had founded the doctrine of their nine major deities, being 
collectively represented by any one of them. Thus the plural Netrw 
came to be used for “god.” The use of Elohim was too deep-rooted 
to be set aside by Moses, who introduced the term Jahve to counter- 
act the Egyptian jidea of a plurality of gods. The more we 
penetrated into the study of Mosaic teaching, the more astonishing 
appeared the profundity of Moses’ acquaintance with the secret doctrines 
of the Egyptian priests, and the more wonderful and exalted appeared 
the spirit of the great legislator, which was straightforward, clear and 
free from all mysticism. He banished Egyptian darkness and worship of 
the dead from his religious teaching. There was nothing more 


characteristic of the Mosaic doctrine in contrast with Egyptian religious 


ideas than the cosmological conception that at the very beginning of 
things light emerged from the chaos. “Letthere belight!” were the first 
words spoken by his God, The all-illuminating sun was not to be 
worshipped as a god, as the source of life and light, as it was by the 
Egyptians, but it was to shed its beams only on the true God so that the 
world might understand and obey Him, might understand and obey Hig 
laws and His teaching. 

The lectures were attended by large audiences, which included many 
well-known scholars. 
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JEWS OF THE SIXTEENTH CENTURY. 


LECTURE BY HAHAM DR. GASTER. 


The series of lectures arranged under the University Extension 
Scheme, and under the auspices of the Jewish Historical Society, were 
inaugurated on Monday last, at Toynbee Hall. The lecturer was Haham 


Dr. M. Gaster, and his subject “ The Effects of the Expulsion from Spain,” 
Mr. HERBERT ADLER, M.B.E. presided. 


Dr. GASTER said that he would try to givea short picture that evening 
of the effects on Jewry of that volcanic eruption—the expulsion 
of the Jews from the Iberian Peninsula. The whole history of the 
Jews, indeed, was one of such expulsions, from the days of 
Nebuchadnezzar and Titus down to the present day. The history 
of their people was exile, expulsion, and pogrom. These expulsions 
had always had a distinct influence on the course of Jewish history, 
because it meant the uprooting of communities from a soil on which 
they had settled, and they took with them, wherever they went, 
remnants of their own civilisation. But few expulsions had such an 
effect as the great one of 1492. It had left traces for good or evil up to 
the present day. Spain had been the country where Jewish civilisation 
had flourished to a remarkably high degree. It was true that even in the 
golden era there had been persecutions and upheavals. But, speaking 
generally, few periods of Jewish history could show so brilliant an 
aspect of Jewish life. For over a thousand years, the Jews had lived in 
the Iberian Peninsula, in compact masses. In many parts they were 
more indigenous than the Christian population, and far more so than the 
Moorish invaders. The Jews participated in every branch of social and 
scientific activity. They were the first to write the European languages, 
for it must not be forgotten that the predominating mass of Christian 
peoples were illiterate. The Jews lived as an integral part of the popu- 
lation, and persecution only began when the Visigoths were converted to 
Christianity. The Jews were the intermediaries between the civilisations 
of East and West. They assimilated the civilisation of Spain, and 
became Spanish in dress and manner. There was nota branch of science 
and medicine in which the Jew did not play a prominent part. In Spain 
they reached the highest achievements of the human spirit. 

The expulsion came at a time when the position of world Jewry was 
floomy in the extreme. They had been expelled from England and from 
France. Their position in Italy was precarious, and the Jews of Germany 
had reached the nadir of their political position. There was some com- 
parison between the expulsion of the Jews from Spain and the flight of 
the Greeks on the fall of the Byzantine Empire. Both the Greeks and 
the Jews brought with them treasures of intellect; but while the Greeks 
brought also in many cases wealth, they came to nations who knew them 
not, and where they had no brethren. The Jews brought no wealth, but 
they found brethren almost everywhere. One of the most important 
effects of the expulsion on world Jewry was that it led to its general 
impoverishment. The Jews of the Iberian Peninsula had been the 
wealthiest in allJewry. They lost all their settled property, and the 
little they could manage to carry with them was stolen by pirates or by 
the mercenary shipmasters who bore the fugitives away. 

The meeting of the Spanish Jews with their brethren in other parts of 
Western Europe and the East was at first in the natureofaclash. It did 
not lead, as has sometimes been suggested, in the formation of Ghettos, 
because he (Dr. Gaster) had ascertained for his researches into the travels 
of Benjamin of Tudela thatthe Ghetto had long been established under the 
Byzantine Greeks in Constantinople. But the entry of these strangers 
into the life of their brethren at first introduced a feeling of separatism. 
The hewcomers naturally kept to themselves and founded their own syna- 
gogues. The Jews of Saragossa or of Toledo, just as the Jews of to-day 
who come from the same town in Poland, preferred to have communities 
of their own townspeople. They developed their own economic life, and, 
in many cases, they swamped the community they had entered by their 
superior ability. But they also stimulated general life by the vigour of 
their intellect. Had they come: singly, they would have assimilated the 
influences of the community into which they had entered. But they 
came in masses, and not only retained their own civilisation, but 
influenced-that of others. 

The Spanish Jews who went further afield and settled in the East, in 
Palestine, in Egypt; and in Baghdad, carried these same influences 
with them. Especially in Baghdad, where they found themselves 
among a highly-civilised people, living a stately life in many ways similar 
to that of Spain, they soon assimilated themselves to their surroundings. 
The stately Mohammedan and the stately Spanish Jew had much in 
common. They shared the same love for esthetical beauty, and had the 
- game high-bred courtesy. The Spanish Jews found themselves not on a 
. «footing of inferiority or even equality with their fellow-Jews, but on one 
of supériority,. The Jews had been received by the Sultans with open 
arms, and they repaid this welcome by stimulating trade and by reviving 
industry, and their influence was largely responsible for the high position 
to which the Turkish Empire attained. 

The general influence of the Spanish Jews on European civilisa- 
tion was immense. They are generally supposed to have been the 
inventors of letters of credit, but one thing they were not, and 
that was usurers. The Jews were merchants and traders, but 
mever money-lenders. Usury was the monopoly of the Lombards, 
whose name is commemorated in Lombard Street, and of the 
Greeks. The Greeks were the great usurers, from the times of the 
Byzantine Empire to the present day, and the greatest firm of money- 
Jenders of medieval times was the German-Christian house of Fugger. 
Whenthe Jews were compelled to lend money by their Christian oppressors, 


it was only that they might afterwards besqueezed dry. It wasonly slander, 


malevolence, and ignorance that have made the word Jew the synonym 
of money-lender.. The Jews were traders who were trusted everywhere, 
and whose influence always led to a revival of general prosperity. But, 
it was in the domains of intellect and science that the world owed the 
Jews the greatest debt. In Italy some of the greatest presses employed 
only Jews, who were the first printers in many parts of Eastern Europe. 
They also brought .with them the great art of illumination. To them 
they owed the presérvation of their Jewish poetry, their songs. their 
folklore, and their traditional music, and wherever they went they were a 
fructifying element in the civilisations with which they came into contact. 

- The Spanish Jews who went further west met with a highly- 
developed Latin civilisation. Some went very far west indeed, for there 
were Jews with Columbus, his expedition was financed with Jewish 
money, and he himself is said to have been a Marrano. The fact remains 
that he fell into the hands of the Inquisition, and no other possible reason 
can be found for this than the suggestion that he had “relapsed.” In the 
Netherlands and in Germany, particularly in Hamburg, their influence 
was widely felt; It was through them that the East India trade was 
developed, and they also helped largely to assist communication with 
Scandinavia.

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JEWISH MATERNITY HOME. 
ANNUAL MEETING. 


The annuai general meeting was held on Wednesday at the residence 
of Sir Isidore and Lady Spielmann. Mr, LAURIE MAGNUS presided, and in 


the course of his opening address urged upon the audience their duty to 
support the Home. 


Mrs. MODEL presented the report for the year. In commenting thereon, 
she referred to the arrangement made with the Ladies’ Benevolent 
Lying-in Institution for complete amalgamation with the Jewish Maternity 
Home and the Institutions connected therewith. This unification of 
Jewish maternity work in East London and consolidation of effort under 
the control of one Executive Committee was a welcome advance in 
communal administration. They had had forty-three more cases this 
year than last. This was the absolute limit of their capacity, and 
all those who knew what it meant to poor women to have twelve days’ 
compiete rest, what it meant to mothers of ten children accustomed to 
the continued wailing of their infants, would understand the great urgency 
of their requirements for enlarging their premises. Three hundred and 
twenty-six babies had passed through their nurseries; among them were 
the triplets who were recently born at the Home and who were now 
gaining trans-Atlantic fame by being filmed on their arrival in America. 
Mr. Basil Henriques’ had recently spoken public:y about the 
conditions in 5t. Georges-in-the-East. The conditions prevailing in and 
around their Home were the same as those under which he worked. 
They took cases from a mile radius from the Home. From _ those 
noisy, noxious streets they received women whose babies were 
born within the Home, but they had room for comparatively so 
few of those who knocked at their doors. There were peop'e, said 
Mrs. Model, who declared that the poor should not have such 
large families, but as long as the terrible overcrowding in the slums. 
of London continued, it was not possible to teach them any other outlook 
on life. So long as the sordid life of the slums prevailed it was vain 
even toattem pt toinstilinto people the hygiene of restricted families. Exten- 
sionof tne premises was an urgent necessity. They nat tyeir plane lecked 
carefully away. They had an Al staff, but they were discouraged. “I 
am discouraged,” deciared Mrs. Model, “I am frequently stopped in the 


street by disappointed mothers.” But it was impossible for ler 
to build the extension herself and at the present time 
they had but eleven beds in their. Home. The Home had trained 


twelve probationers, eleven of whom had gained the certifi- 

cate of the Central Midwives’ Board, which fact reflected tremendous 
credit on the staffofthe Home. Perhaps the best testimony the Home had 
received was that the patients’ payments for the year amounted to £1,180, 

while the out-patients alone had subscribed £103. Mrs. Model went on to 

suggest that those present shoulc approach all the young mothers of their. 
acquaintance who had the benefits of comfort and security at the time of 

their children’s birth, and should ask them whether or no they had con- 

tributed to the funds of the Home. She saw announcements in the daily 

papers and the JEWISH CHRONICLE week after week of births of children, 

who, she assumed, were born to parents in comfortable circumstances, 

and these people would surely, if only approached, spare something 

towards the cost of enlarging the Home. Mrs. Model thanked the staff 

aud the voluntary workers for all they had done. “I need not appeal for 

voluntary workers,” she said, “they come to me and they are the best set 

of workers any institution has ever had.” In conclusion, Mrs. Model said 

she hoped that she would live to see materialised the building of 

which she dreamed, that if would become a reality before she retired, as 

she had been so often advised to do, to her easy chair. 

Miss LENA ASHWELL, in proposing the adoption of the report, said 
that she was proud to be there that day, as a token of her gratitude, and 
the gratitude of those connected with her at the Soho Hospital, for all 
that Jewish women, women such as Lady Cohen and Mrs. Mocatta, had 
done for them. Miss Ashwell referred to a recent attack made by Mr. 
Harold Cox in the Press on the Government's help to movements such 
as that they were gathered to support. Such incredible stupidity was 
unforgivable. She had been brought up to the belief that Jewish people 
wére the most generous in the world. She knew, every artist knew, the 
generosity and sympathy with which every appeal to the Jewish people 


was met, and she appealed to them not to destroy one of her greatest . 


beliefs. Let them put their children down as subscribers, dnd make 
each of them take an interest in the new little citizens with which 
the world was being peopled. She trusted to them, se said, in conclu- 
sion, not to let their fellow-Jews in the East End down. 

Dr. H. H. MILLS, in seconding, said that it was astonishing that they 
were celebrating their Jubilee, and that it was not until 1918, two years 
ago, that the Government took up this very urgent and all-important 
work. Dr. Mills referred to Mrs. Model as a great Mother in Israel. He 
suggested that in place of the Biblical story of Rachel weeping for her 


children, they should substitute a modern story of Rachel working for her © 


children and comforting all of them. 

The Report was unanimously adopted. 

The Rev. EPHRAIM LEVINE, in proposing the re-election of the Officers 
and Committee, with the addition of Mrs. Pinder Davis, said that he 
would like to see a picture painted and placed in the Academy, of “ Alice” 
rejoicing over her children. He was afraid Miss Ashwell had too good an 
opinion of the Jewish community, which, he feared, did not reach the ideal 
attributed to it. Otherwise, they would not have the long procession of 
needy charities with which they were continually confronted.

Sirn,— I crave your indulgence to be allowed to reply to what you 
term Mr. Zangwill's “Challenge to Orthodoxy,” which appeared in the 
last issue of your paper. : 

But for the weight given to the article by Mr. Zangwill’s name, 
which may, perhaps, somewhat influence young or misguided people to 


forsake the path of Orthodoxy at Mr, Zangwill’s dictation (I almost 
designate it argumentum ad ignorantiam), I would not have troubled you 
with this communication, 

Perusing, as Lhave done, the contribution in question from commence- 
ment to conclusion, Il have been unabie to find anything of a practicable or 
helpfal nature. It contains nothing but rhetorical phrases and criticism 
purporting to prove that Orthodoxy is disappearing as a force to be 
reckoned with in our communal life. 

Allow me to state at once that I utterly repudiate both Mr. Zangwill’s 
and Mr. Golding’s assertions. lagree with the statements recently made 
in the JEWISH CHRONICLE by Mr. M. Jung, that there is only one Judaism 
based on the Torah and the Talmud. I unhesitating!)y and uncompro. 
misingly declare that one outside this pale cannot call himself a fully- 
fledged Jew. 

The fact that, according to Mr. Zangwill, the sentimentality of the 
author of “ Forward From Babylon” does not rise .to the heights of the 
synagogue service is not put down tothe lack of poetic feeling on that gentle- 
man's part. No! the synagogue is, naturally, at fault. I, personally, 
feel myself placed spiritually upon another sphere during the Reader's 
intonation. I feel that the whole of the synagogue service is imbued 
with the poetic spirit. Where is the love for everything Jowish more 
intense, in the Eastern European Ghetto, where Orthodoxy reigns, more 
or less, supreme, or, Say, in this country, where, alas! so many “ free- 
thinkers” abide? 

Your contributor, by casting aspersions upon Orthodoxy, is not so 
much helping any particular “ brand” of “ Reformed” Judaism, as helping 
those proselytising influences which are at work cstrangiog onr people, 
especially the young folk, from their religion and undermining their moral. 

While mentioning “ Reform,” it may be as well to draw attention to 
the fact that, only by continually enlarging their programme can these 
movements keep, as adherents, even the few restiess spirits they have. 
And so they go on «4 outrance, to satisfy their supporters, small minority 
though they be. For it is well known that “if you give one finger he will 
want a hand.” 

Judaism was not given to the Jew to observe it according to his con- 
ception as to how it should be kept. The Israelites were made a * Chosen 
People” in order that they should keep Judaism in its entirety—and that 
is the raison a@’ctre of Orthodoxy, which strives to keep alive among our 
people a love for everything traditionally Jewish. For nothing but 
traditional Judaism will keep alive the soul of Am Yisrael. 

lam convince, however, that the arguments put forward are the 
opinions of Mr. Zangwill himself and not those of Mr. Golding, since I 
notice that the latter wrote to the Jewish World dated January 19th last, 
“ The sentiment occurred solely in the mind of my character, a lad called 
Philip Massel, for whose sentiments.I am no more responsible than an 
artist who depicts a murder is a murderer.”

§1r,—I have read with the deepest interest the brilliant criticism of 
Mr. Louis Golding’s book, “Forward from Babylon,” by Mr. Israel 
Zangwill, in your last Literary Supplement, and with no less interest 
your most cogent leader note, which serves as a most valuable corrective. 
I am as much in agreement with the latter asI find myself in discord 
with the former. I have read the book, and admired the literary ability 


of Mr. Louis Golding. Enjoy it.I could not, and with the utmost respect 
to Mr. Zangwill’s position as an arbiter of letters, I maintain that it 
represents a very minor facet in the glittering jewel of Orthodoxy, 
and presents to the world a most misleading picture of modern 
Judaism...““None of us_are infallible, not even the youngest of us,” 
said a famous Master of Trinity, and even at the risk of bin ting down 
“upon my humble bead the thunders of our most eminent li 'férateur, I 


| will be bold enough to say that to suggest that Mr. Golding’s gloomy 


study ofa small Chevra can be described as “an indictment of Orthodoxy,” 
or even.as a description of “ Orthodoxy in action” is an exaggeration, 
displaying a most unexpected lack of proportion. 

Your note, however, as I have said above, is a valuable corrective, 
and it inspires me to venture on some remarks which may be blunt, but 
which I think are not out of place at a tinfe when the missionary efforts 
of the prophets of Hill Street are being increased. That Orthodoxy has 
had “a heavy indictment to meet,” is a phenomenon common to Judaism 
from the earliesttimes. Orthodoxy is none the worse forit, But, nothing 
can be gained by closing our eyes to the fact that at the present day the 
indictment is harsher than ever, and that, too, at a moment when Jewry 
must above all close its ranks. Criticism, when based on profound know- 
ledge, rescarch, and genuine love for the trutb, can do nothing but good. 
My indictment of the attitude adopted by ninety-five per cent. of our 
Gritics {in which I do not include Mr. Golding) is that it is but a cloak 
to cover inertia, and a mere attempt to shirk the responsibilities 
that Judaism imposes upon its followers. I look round me and 
could name any. namber of Jews brought up not in the vacongenial 
surroundings of Mr. Louis Golding’s hero, bat in orthodox homes, where 
religion was a pleasure and not an onerous burden. They go into the 
world and soon find that Judaism is, to put it bluntly, inconvenient in 
many ways. It deprives them of amusement on Friday evenings and 
Saturdays. It prevents them from dining out and from visiting many 
pleasant resorts. {They are proud enough of their-faith. They woukl 
never dream of denying it, but they are jin reality,.like millions of the 
‘believers of other creeds, amiable Hedonists, and the result is that they 
drift, and their religious obtigations rarely, if evér,\ trouble 
We have been warned more than once against the omniscience of the 
young man in print. But can anything equal the omniscience of the

newly-fledged undergraduate? People who tell us that the teachings of 
Orthodox Judaism are inconsistent with modern thought generally base 
their profound knowledge on sixpenny rationalist press publications, 
or, like the leaders of Liberal Judaism, are more ready to ascribe greatness 
to Jesus than to Moses. A man like Lord Kelvin can be profoundly and 
sincerely religious, but Mr. Abraham Isaacs, the scholar of some minor 
college, with a third-class degree, cannot accept dogmatic teachings 
unless be can reconcile them with his own stupendous intellectuality. 
He will accept almost anything to which an apparent scientific basis can 
be given, but that faith, which is the mother of all true religion and has 
withstood the corroding influence of time, is dismissed as being out of 
touch (O blessed phrase !) with the spirit of the age. “The superstition 
of science scoffs at superstition of faitb.” 

I challenge your readers to look round them and to assert that the 
majority of non-conforming Jews have ever probed deeply into the sub- 
ject of Orthodoxy, or can give any reasoned grounds for their dereliction. 
Is it not the same with every faith? How many Gentiles of the younger 
generation ever attend church more than once or twice a year? Is the 
picturé of Orthodoxy portrayed by Mr. Golding any gloomier than the 
many pictures of dissenting creeds? and yet, would any critic assert that 
a book such as “The Autobiography of Mark Rutherford” could be 
described as an indictment of true Christianity? Low many of our young 
men who are only nominally Jews can lay their hands on their hearts 
and declare that they do not corform because they have thought the 
matter out and, after wrestling with their souls, have come to the con- 
clusion that Orthodoxy no longer satisfies their spiritual needs. Every 
man is master of his own soul, and must work out his own salvation, but 
let us at. least be honest and have done with the cant that it is our 
spiritual and not our material interests we are thinking of. 

We want more faith and less conceit—more belief in ourselves and 
less in the infallibility of our critics. Orthodox Judaism is essential not 
for ourselves alone but for the good of the world at large. The last few 
years have shown the true value of that humanity which calls itself 
Christian, and whose components are intolerance, bigotry, and oppression. 
It is Christianity which uttered the terrible saying, “I bring not peace, 
but a sword.” but it is Judaism which teaches the Divine doctrine, 
“Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself.” The light which our critics 
attempt to substitute for the eternal flame of Judaism is not the light of 
true religion, but the phosphorescence of decay. 


JEWISH LADS’ BRIGADE. 
A WAR MEMORIAL UNVEILED. 

The unveiling and consecration of the beautiful war memorial at 
Camperdown House, Aldgute, on Sunday, will long be remembered by 
those who were present thereat. In the large sudience were Col. Sir 
Frederic L. Nathan, K.B.E. (the Brigade Commandant), Col. Evelyn 
Wood, Capt. Walker (Chief Staff Officer of the Cadet Force), as well as Mr. 
Algervon Lesser (a veteran officer of the Brigade), and other well-known 
members of the Jewish community. 

The memorial (the cost of which has been privately subscribed) was 
designed by Major Ernest M. Joseph, 0.B.E., the Brigade Quartermaster. 
It is constructed of walnut, enclosed in a bronze frame, and surmounted 
by the shield of the Brigade. It contains the names of the 535 Jewish 
heroes beautifully written on a white background, and placed in 
alphabetical order. Above the names is the following inscription 
in bronze: “In honoured memory of the officers, non-commissioned 
officers, and lads of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade who fell in the service of 
their country, 1914-1918.” 

During the ceremony two lads stood guard at the memorial which 
was covered with the Union Jack. Facing the platform in the gaHery of 


‘the hall was the Brigade Choir, the members of which feelingly intoned 


the musical portions of the service with organ accompaniment. 

The proceedings opened with the recital in English of Psalms 121 and 
90 by the Rev. A. A. Green, the former being beautifully sung in Hebrew 
by the choir. The whole assembly (standing) then recited the Shemang, 
led by the Rey. Michael Adlér, D.5.0., 8.C.I., B.A., after which Psalm 
23 was read by the Rev. L. Geffen, H.C.P., and the Prayer for the King 
and the Royal Family by the Rev. David Hirsch, B.A. 

The Rev. MICHAEL ADLER having unveiled the tablet, delivered an 
address, in the course of which he said that the ceremony combined 
elements of profound sadness with those of the deepest pride. They 
mourned those gallant representatives of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, whose 
memory they honoured in the memorial, those splendid hearts who gave 
their lives in defence of that which they held dearest. Inspired by the 
teachings of the Brigade, they were faithful to the teaching 
of the first Commandant of the Brigade, Colonel Albert Goldsmid, 
when he said: “ Loyalty to the flag for which the sun once stood still can 
only deepen our loyalty to the flag on which the sun never sets.” During 
his (Mr. Adler’s) ministrations in the battle areas he rejoiced to see how 
popular the old Brigade boys became and how willing they were to 
perform their duty. From the joyousness of youth at the Deal Camps 
they had swiftly developed into serious men, ready to face any hardship, 
danger anddeath. The exact number of Brigade boys who served during 
the war would never be known, but from available evidence it 
was very large. They bore themselves like men, and won the friendship 
and admiration of their non-Jewish comrades. ‘the memorial they had 
unveiled that day would inspire future generations of .young: Israelites, 
and would stimulate them in the days of Peace to uphold the name of 
Anglo-Jewry in the face of all detractors. | 

The recital of the memorial prayer by the Senior Chaplain and the 
sounding of the “ Last Post” by the buglers created so deep an impression 
upon some members of the audience (mostly the relatives of the fallen 
soldiers) that for some moments they gave vent to their grief in a most 
heartrending manner. 

The Rev. L. GEFFEN recited the Kaddish. The singing of Adon 
Olam by the choir to the penitential tune, and the National Anthem 
brought a most impressive service to a close.

was absolutely peaceful, notwithstanding the attempt of a handful of 
Communists who caused disturbances. Advantage was taken of the 
occasion for attacks on the Jews in the streets, and shops were pillaged. 
The most terrible attack was the storming of the Immigrants’ House by 
gangs of rioters, who attacked men, women, and children. There is 
abundant testimony to the participation of Arab Police in the riot 
and to the fanaticism of the murderers. The Arab crowd was stirred up 
by parties opposing |the British Mandate and the Jewish National Home. 
Rioters used knives, pistols and rifles. Twenty-seven Jews were 
murdered and about a hundred and fifty wounded. Deedes and Bentwich 
took charge. Re-establishing order to-day. The city is under military 
control. The protection of Tel Aviv was given over to Jewish demobilised 
soldiers under Jewish officers. Sokolow remaining here. 


PAINFUL FEELING IN THE EAST END. 
[FROM OUR EAST END CORRESPONDENT. | 

The sad events in Jaffa have naturally enough made a painful 
impression in the East End. It was believed in the first instance that 
the occurrences were a repetition of what happened a year ago in 
Jerusalem. The Jewish masses have, unfortunately, grown accustomed 
—one might-even say hardened—to pogroms in every part of the globe, 
but a pogrom in Palestine is revolting to the Jewish soul. All the more 
so, when it is remembered that the country is governed by aJewish High 
Commissioner. There was, in fact, a tendency in some quarters to blame 
Sir Herbert Samuel for not having removed certain of the officials who were 
at least passive during the anti-Jewish outbreak last year in Jerasalem. 
The feeling of indignation with the Palestine Administration underwent «4 
quick change when some of the facts came to light. Ofcourse, the report 
that Jewish “reds” are alone responsible for what had occurred, is not 
yet accepted as an established fact, but it is believed that a few of these 
“ ondesirables” have hastened the tragedy. It was known of late that 
a small number of Bolsheviks, generally believed to be agents of the Soviet 
Government, have reached Palestine for the purpose of making com- 
munistic propaganda, Whatappears strange is that a mere handful of 
such Jews should have been in a position to cause disturbances which led 
to a tragedy of such magnitude. A good deal of explanation will be 
required on this point. Meanwhile, however, there.is a feeling of horror 
and humiliation in the East End that anyone bearing-the name of a Jew 


‘ should, however remotely, be the cause of such a Jewish tragedy as thag 


enacted in Jaffa. 
PALESTINE DEFENCE FORCE, 
SIR HERBERT SAMUEL’S PROPOSALS. 

The Palestine Weekly publishes the following statement submitted by 
Sir Herbert Samuel, the High Commissioner, to the Palestine Advisory 
Council : 

The Government has decided to invite the people of Palestine to join 
in the establishment of a Defence Force, drawn from all sections of the 
population. It is intended that this force shall not be a very large one, 
as the Budget does not allow for a considerable force at the present 
moment. The British troops will remain in the country in order to main- 
tain order and security, to protect the frontiers of Palestine from disturb- 
ance, to ensure the peaceful development of the country, and to fulfil the 
obligation which will be undertaken by the British Government as the 
Mandatory Power. But it is intended also that there should be a force 


locally raised. 


That force will be trained with the British troops and will be under 
the supreme command of the Officer-Commanding-in-Chief in Palestine. 
The force will be under the direct command of a very distinguished 


' goldier, Colonel-Commandant Costello, who is well acquainted with 


Palestine and its needs. It is hoped to create a force ‘which will be 
soldierly, smart and efficient, well equipped, and a credit to Palestine. — 
All sections of the population will be invited to join it, and there will be 
Arab and Jewish units. There will, of course, be no compulsion 
on anyone to join the force; it will be entirely voluntary. Neither 
now nor in the future is it intended to introduce anything 
of the nature of compulsory military service, and that is 
indeed prohibited by the terms of the draft mandate. It is 
not intended to increase the taxation of the country in order to pay 
for this force; nor, in order to defray the cost, is it intended to divert 
expenditure which would be.devoted to other objects. As has been 
stated in the memorandum circulated with the Budget, the revenues in 
Palestine which used to go to the Ottoman Public Debt now go into the 
Treasury of the Government of Palestine, and under the better manage- 
ment which now prevails they yield as much as £300,000. Against this 
has to be set the amount which this country has to pay in respect of the 
pre-war Turkish Debt, and this is expected not to exceed £200,000; it 
may be somewhat less. The difference between these two sums has not 
hitherto been devoted to any object in Palestine, and this sum is now 
available for purposes of nationa! defence without detriment to any other 
object. 

_ The Defence Force will contribute to public security generally, and 
when it is trained and efficient it is hoped there will be less need to 
keep up so large a police force as at present, and I look forward to some 
saving under that head. I commend to the Advisory Council for their 
favourable consideration this important step in the development of the 
country’s institutions. 


.ZIONIST DELEGATION ANSWERS JUDGE MACK. 


, The Zionist Delegation has issued the following rejoinder to the 
statement made by Judge Mack concerning the unexpected breaking off 
of negotiations by Dr. Weizmann :— 

| Dr. Weizmann’s Mission to America was primarily undertaken for 
the purpose of esjablishing a Keren Hayesod Bureau in the United 


‘States. In issuing his appeal to the Jews of America he was fulfilling his 


duties as President of the World Zionist Organisation, and was carrying 
ut the resolutions of the Zionist Conference, held in London in July, 
920, at which the American Zionist Organisation was adequately 
represented, the American Delegation voting for the unanimous adoption 
of the Keren Hayesod. Dr. Weizmann could not take special cognisance. 
f resolutions subsequently adopted by the Buffalo Convention, 
hich resolutions were not in accord with the London Resolutions. 
The establishment of the Keren Hayesod Bureau in the United States 
dependent of the Zionist Organisation in America, which is only one of 
e three recognised American branches, is explained by the fact that the 
liections for the Keren Hayesod in all countries are conducted by the 
orld Zionist Organisation, with the co-operation of the various Zionist 
rganisations and groups of the respective countries not under the 
jurisdiction or control of any single Federation, The Keren Hayesod hag 
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been registered as a Limited Company in Great Britain. The interests 
of the World Zionist Organisation are guaranteed and the safeguards of 
proper expenditure of the funds in Palestine are secured by the presence 
on the Board of the Keren Hayesod of a Governor, appointed by the 


Executive of the World Zionist Organisation which controls fifty-one per 
cent. of the votes. 


Judge Mack has issued a second statement, justifying the position 
taken up by the American Zionist Administration, in declaring that each 
Federation has, legally, the right to adopt its own methods for the 
collection of funds, and that, therefore, the Zionist Actions Committee 
cannot interfere with the autonomy of Federations in this respect, unless 
it has the approval of a majority of two-thirds of the Actions Committee. 

Mr. Louis Lipsky has officially resigned his position on the Executive 
Committee of the Zionist Organisation, and it is believed that his action 


will be followed by other members of the Executive who support the 
Eyropean leaders. 


DR. MARMOREK ON THE AMERICAN SITUATION. 


The Paris correspondent of the International Palestine News Service 
telegraphs as follows: 

I have just had an interview with Dr. Marmorek, the President of the 
French Zionist Federation. He made the following personal statement: 

“I thoroughly approve the attitude of the American leaders on the 
question of the Keren Hayesod, which corresponds exactly with my own 
opinions expressed at the annual meeting of the French Federation in 
January. The conditions set forth in the declaration of Judge Mack are 
very reasonable. Even if profound divergences existed, decisive steps 
should not be taken before the Congress, The rupture is a criminal folly 
on the part of Dr. Weizmann. | am ashamed when I think of the 
deplorable effect on American opinion of Dr. Weizmann’s action in 
flouting the American leaders as a reward for the lavish bonours showered 
upon him by the American authorities at the instance of these leaders. 
Weizmann’s journey, made with the intention of displaying his factitious 
power to the Americans, is a misfortune for Zionism and will have 


disastrous consequences. He has given proof of his incapacity to guide 
the affairs of the Movement.” 


JEWISH PARTIES IN PALESTINE. 

The-Times correspondent in Palestine, in an article under the caption 
of “ Palestine of To-day,” speaks in high terms of the energy and high 
intellectual level of the Haluzim. Abont ten per cent. of those he saw 
were young women. All looked healthy and happy. Many were well 
educated, and he doubts if there was a single illiterate among them. 
They worked sometimes with more zeal than skill, but always with zeal. 
He also says that their camps are as clean and orderly as of a disciplined 
army. The writer was much struck by the number of political parties 
that have sprung upin Paiestine. They include the Haluka anti-Zionists, 
who are, however, a party of no political importance, the “Sons of 
Benjamin,” who represent the American Zionist Organisation point of 
view and severely criticise the present policy of the Zionist Organisation, 


and the Labour groups, which are divided into the Poalé Tsair (Non- 


Socialist Trade Unionists), the “ Achduth Ha’avoda” and the “ Mopsi”™ (the 
Communists, affiliated to the Third International). The first-named party is 
one of idealists, keen on cultural, economic and colonising work, while 
preserving their political independence. The Achduth Ha’ovoda, of which 
Mr. Ben Zevi is a prominent member, is the strongest party. It aims at 
the development of the Jewish Community in Palestine on a labour basis. 
All land it helds, purchased by the Jewish National Fund, should become 
the property of the community, and be let on lease to co-operative groups. 
The last-named party—the “ Mopsi—consists of those who have left the 
other parties, on the ground that they are too national, and that Zionism 
is a bourgeois conception. The Times correspondent says that the party 
does not merit the alarm it has excited, and that repression would only 
give it the advertisement it desires. 


MRS. FAWCETT IN PALESTINE. 


Mrs. Henry Fawcett, who has been visiting Palestine and contributing a 
series of articles on ber impressions to the Pall Mall, described her 
impressions of “ Zionism at Close Quarters” in a recent issue. She 
speaks very highly of the Jewish colony which she visited, the vineyards 
and fruit orchards of which she says would bold their in comparison with 
the more favoured regions of France and Italy. The synagogue, she 
says, maintains the most important site in the village, and the vital 
statistics are almost incredibly good.. Of Zionism itself she says very 
little, her article being more a summary of the problems of Jewish 
nationalisation. 


THE KEREN HAYESOD. 


MEETING IN PARIS. 
Mr. Jabotinsky recently addressed a largely attended meeting in 


Paris. He warmly defended the Keren Hayesod in the form proposed at 


the London Conference. He declared his dissatisfaction with the 
Mandate, and appealed for public Jewish activity in order to realise the 
full Zionist programme. He criticised the Zionist leaders, and expressed 
the hope that the next Congress would replace them advantageously. 
But he emphasised that the new leaders would committhe same mistakes 
as their predecessors, as the Palestinian problems were very complex, 
rendering the best forces impotent. He eulogised the generosity of 
Baron Edmond de Rothschild, and concluded by appealing for large 
support for the Keren Hayesod. In spite of the enthusiasm of the meeting, 
the financial results were disappointing. 


TWO MILLION DOLLARS RAISED IN NEW YORK. 


Up to the time of writing two million dollars have been pledged to 
the Keren Hayesod in Greater New York. The Committee look upon 
this as only a beginning, because the enthusiasm which exists in the 
Jewish community surpasses all expectations.—J.C.B. 


Dr. WEIZMANN IN MONTREAL, 


Dr. Weizmann addressed a public meeting at Montreal on Monday 
evening, and made a strong appeal on behalf of the Keren Hayesod. He 
called upon all present to give their personal adornments in the cause of 
Jewry. An enthusiastic response followed, over £3,000 worth of jewellery 
being showered on the platform.

office to Jerusalem as soon as possible, and to make it compulsory for at 
least three of the seven directors to be domiciled in Palestine. In connection 
with this project, instructions were issued to prepare plans and estimates 
for the building of offices in Jerusalem. During the first quarter of this 
year £26,204 were received, as against £30,540 in the corresponding quarter 
of last year. A considerable amount of routine business was transacted.—

Zionism and the Balfour Dec'aration. 


From Mr. LEON SIMON, B.A., 55, St. Paul’s Avenue, N.W.2. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


S1r,—I had some hope of being able to retire from the fighting line 
after my last attack, but I cannot allow a misrepresentation of my views — 
even though it is so palpable that it could scarcely escaps any attentive 
reader—to pass unchallenged. I did not Assert, as you say, that the 
Balfour Declaration predicates Jewish political nationality for Jews whe 
elect to remain citizens of countries other than Palestine. My whole 
point was that nationality is not exclusively a political conception, 
and that the Declaration, in predicating nationality of all Jews, 
repudiates .by implication the notion that nationality is exclusively 
a political conception. The trouble is that you will not distinguish 
between nationality and citizenship. Confusion between the two is 
natural in a country like Great Britain, where the Scotsméen and 
the Welshmenp, in so far as they take part in the public life of the country 
as a whole, are content to sink their national individuality, and no more 
think of addressing the House of Commons in Gaelic or in Welsh than a 
Jew would think of addressing it in Hebrew or Yiddish. But if you could 
for a moment get outside the prepossessions which an English training 
creates, and look squarely at the facts of a multi-national State like 
Czecho-Slovakia, you would see that the distinction between nationalit 
and citizenship is clear enough. You would find that some citizens of 
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Cuecho-Slovakia belong to the Czech national group, and some to the 
German; and you would find that those citizens of Czecho-Slovakia 
who are Jews have very good reason for keeping outside both the Czech 
andi the German national groups, and claiming recognition as a Jewish 
national group. ‘That, however, does not mean that their “ political 
nationality” is Jewish. Their “ political nationality” —that is to say 
their citizenship—-is Czecho-Slovakian, and could not be anything clse : 
and in respect of their citizenship they are assoclated with non-Jewish 
citizens of Czecho-Slovakia, and are dissociated from all Jews clsewhere. 
It is then real, ethnico-historical nationality that is Jewish; and this 
real nationality is what they, as Jews, have in common with you and 
me, who are Jews of British citizenship, and who, livingin a State 
which is not built on multi-national lines, participate in the life of the 
State as individuals, and not as membersofa national group. Deny this 
community of real nationality between theJew in England and the Jew 
in Czecho-Slovakia, and, asl said, you challenge the very basis of Jewish 
nationalism: for you make the term “nation” inapplicable to the 
totality of Jews, and either deny that the term “Jew” denotes any 
common attribute at all, or clse make it, what it is for the assimilationists, 
a term denoting merely a religious profession. 

On your own interpretation of the Balfour Declaration I will make 
only one remark. The “ National Home,” you say, “is to be at the 
disposal of any Jew anywhere who cares to avail himself of it.” Now 
there arc about fifteea million Jews in the world, and it is a very 
moderate assumption that one fifth of them would like to live in Pa‘es- 
tine. But'it is obvious that Palestine will not be able to take in three 
million Jews before most of the three million who now want to live there 
are dead and buried; and this was equally obvious in November 1917. 
On your theory, therefore, Mr. Balfour promised something which was 
patently impossible to anybody who had the most clementary acquaint- 
ance with the facts. Do we not owe it to Mr. Balfour to credit hint with 
a little intelligence ? 

[*.* If our esteemed correspondent had said at first what he now says— 
we suppose, at last—with commendable clearness, he would have 
saved himself considerable controversy and us much space ; although 
it seems to us that his distinction between nationality and citizenship 
is altogether arbitrary, sceing that a person cannot bea citizen, with. 
out being a national, ofa country. Llowever, we agree that Jews the 
world over form a singic nationality, employing the term ethnically, 
even though their ethnic characteristics are greatly modified by local 
environment. And Mr. Simon agrees that politically a Jew can be the 
national only of the country of which he is citizen—eoven in Czecho- 
Slovakia, we would add. For we do not agree with Mr. Simon, who 
secms to think that that ncw-made State renders. an exceptional case 
concerning the national status of Jews living there. For our part, we 
claim, in regard to Jews born or naturalised in England, that ethnico- 
nationally they are Jews and not Englishmen, while | politico- 
nationally they are Englishmen and not Jews; and Mr. Simon claims no 
more, and no less, for the Jews in Czecho-Slovakia. As to the final 
paragraph of our correspondent’s letter, in the case of almost anyone 
else we should-call it mere trivialling with the subject. With him it 
is probably but that philosophic bent for super-analysis which, in the 
Talmudists, was termed pi/pul.—EbD., JEWISH CHRONICLE. |
